A I’OSTOFFICE CLEItK MISSING WITH 
S1843.G3 

Edwin A. Lowe, chief clerk at the New- 
t >11 Centre postoffice, has been missing 
since Sunday evening. 

An investigation by the postoffioe au- 
thorities shows a shortage of his accounts 
of S1K43.(>3. 

The news caused great surprise to Mr. 
Lowe’s friends, who have always regarded 
him us a strictly honest young man. lie 
was head clerk at the Newton office for 
four years, uml had shown himself so cap- 
able that at the time of the consolidation 
he was transferred to the central office und 
mude head clerk. 

lie was at the office Sunday afternoon as 
usual, and when hist seen took the train 
for Boston, early that evening. When lie 
did not appear on Monday, Postmaster 
Ellis thought lie was ill, but not heuring 
from him, he began an investigation of the 
uccounts, and lie was reluctantly forced 
to the conclusion that something was 
wrong, and notified the Boston inspectors. 
An investigation sho.wed that the amount 
of money above stated was missing, and 
that the losses hud been going on for sever- 
al months. 

As there is no national hank in Newton 
Centre, it is a very inconvenient place for 
a central offioe, as it prevent* frequent de- 
posits, ami consequently the ofliee has to 
curry a large amount of money on hand, 
making the temptation to whoever handles 
it very great, ami this sa l affair only em- 
phasizes the mistuke in locating the post 
office for political instead of bustuess 
reasons. 

A warrant was issued Thursday for 
Lowe’s arrest, which gave him three days 
sturt and he may be out of the country. 
The Americun Security Company of Bos- 
ton hud gone bonds for him in SIAM. 

It might be said for Mr. Lowe tiiat since 
lie bus been ut the Central office >10 has 
been overworked in getting the details for 
free delivery in operation, uml bus hud to 
be ut tile ofliee from to ti..'Ui a. in. to 8 p. in., 
und sometimes luter, tiiut he got only u 
small salary, ami so the temptation to get 
a vacation by auy means became irresisti- 
ble.

obtaining money under false pretences.” 

"Many ’merchants’ will no doubt engage 
lawyers to light tlie bill,” says tlie adver- 
tiser, “but give me the name of any mer- 
chant opposing it, und 1 will udvertise him 
and mark him as a Public Fraud. Un- 
worthy and unconsioiiable men have 
grown rich quite long enough by cheating 
the public.

Women on the School Committee. 

To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

Theoretically and sentimentally, the elec- 1 
Hon of women to positions on the school 
board is the Ideal thing, but many skepti- 
cal people are asking whether in actual 
practice there is any advantage over tho j 
election of a man. We hear it said that. 1 
even the most intelligent women become \ 
after their election, merely the echo of the 
superintendent or some other man. 

However this may be, it is also true that ! 
some of the men members, wise and iude- , 
pendent business men, have also become 
mere echoes of tho superintendent, after u 
short term of service, so that tills ought 
not to count against the gentler sex. 

A good deal is said about the importance j 
of having women whom the female teach- ! 
ers can consult, but as all the male mem- 
bers have wives, the same end could bo 
reached indirectly, but perhaps more suc- 
cessfully. 

It is also said that as we have such a 
great majority of female teachers, wo 
should carry out tho same principle and 
have women on the school board. Just 
here, however, it is pertinenttoa.sk why 
we have such a majority of female teach- 
ers. Is it because wo think they are su- 
perior to men, or because we can get them 
for about half what men teachers would 
cost? If we thought women were superi- 
or, would we. not pay them at least tho 
same salary as we would have to pay men? 

But if wo only have lady teacliers be- 
cause we can get them cheaper, why is it 
not more logicul to have men on the school 
board, if wo can get them for the same 
salary as women, that is, nothing. 

It is said in all other occupations, that 
women would rather deal with men as em- 
ployers than with women, as they would 
be sure of better treatment. Now is the 
reverse of this true in our schools? How 
do our teachers feel about it. if it was 
possible to get at their real opinions? 
Some lady teachers, not in Newton schools, 
have testified in the public prints that 
their special dread was the average female- 
committee-man, always fussing over petty 
non-essentials and losing sight of the main 
things. Perhaps their experience was un- 
fortunate, and things are diff erent in New- 
ton. 

It is the fashion to be skeptical about 
everything nowadays, not to take anything 
for granted, but to require proof and dates, 
and facts, and this is proving embarrassing 
to many beuutiful theories. Inquirer. 


In Favor of Mrs. Martin. 

To the Editor of tho Gkapiiiu: — 

Will you allow me to suy through your 
columns u few words upon a matter which 
seems to me of much public concern, and 
yet may be allowed to pass without proper 
notice, unless thus presented to the great 
body of our voters.

It can only be said that her action 
upon certain local matters, represented her 
concurrent judgment with a majority of 
her associates In denying the wishes of 
those in some neighborhoods where better 
facilities than the general need for economy 
seemed to warrant, were urgently de- 
manded. 

It is true that a somewhat disingenuous 
statement 1ms been made that she was 
’‘handicapped by the faclthather daughter 
is a teacher in one of our schools,” a state- 
ment too absurd for refutation, and needing 
no argument, inasmuch as the whole board 
passes independent judgment upon the 
merits of all candidates, and a teacher 
born in our city and trained in our own 
schools, if tit to teacli any where, should 
not be driven from her home in search of 
employment, because her mother has the 
character and ability for useful service in a 
higher capacity. 

A paper bearing the names of 1(H) women, 
deeply interested in our schools, was pre- 
sented at the preliminary ward caucus, 
which being prepared for the issue, elected 
by a small majority a delegation committed 
beforehand to another candidate; a gentle- 
man, it is true, entitled to the respect of the 
community, but not a representative of the 
women of Newton or of their deep interest 
in a continued, even if meager, representa- 
tion in the school board. 

Mrs. Martin 1ms received an independent 
nomination, and her election by the voters 
of tho whole city should be made a cer- 
tainty, if tho best welfare of our schools is 
to bo consulted, especially if as is well 
understood in some localities, her defeat is 
the forerunner of a determined attempt to 
remove as soon as possible every member 
of the present board, who dares to uphold 
tin* present conduct of our schools under 
the superintendence of a gentleman who, 
however, lie may have failed to made 
friends with the city politicians, lms cer- 
tainly succeeded in elevating the standard 
of our school system and the efficiency of 
its application.

New England Senators and Hawaii. 

[From the Now York Evening Post.] 

We got the news from Boston tit is morn- 
ing that all the New England senators are 
in favor of the annexation of Hawaii against 
the protests of tho great bulk of the in- 
habitants, on the demand of a small 
minority of foreigners. Anything more as- 
tonishing than th is 1ms not occurred within 
the present century, either in European or 
American history, for reasons which we 
gave on Friday. No community on either 
side of the ocean has, within that period, 
turned its back so completely on the tradi- 
tions of its own political and sociul life. 
The only parallel to it we can recall is the 
French occupation of Rome in 1819. When 
we remember that it was in New England 
that the Republican party hud its origin, 
and that one of the fundamental principles 
of that party, on which it fought and con- 
quered, was the right of all men to be con- 
sulted concerning their form of govern- 
ment, and then remember that the “Ameri- 
can” Lodge and the New England Hoar 
deliberately propose to deny this right to a 
large community, which is much more in- 
telligent than the Southern negroes were in 
1 stiff, we cannot help wondering what 
Charles Sumner would say if he heard 
these two worthies justifying their robbery 
and their amazing un-Americanism. “Sir,” 
said Wendell Phillips on a famous occasion, 
“for the sentiments he has uttered on soil 
con. seerated by the prayers of the Puritans 
und the blood of the patriots, the earth 
should have yawned and swallowed him 
up." And we may say now that if the 
earth took a similar course with regard to 
the present New England senators, it 
would only do its duty to those of its chil- 
dren who are striving for better things. A 
good ")awn” that would take in the whole 
Republican delegation, in fact, would not 
shock the moral sense of the western 
world.

THE ELECTION. 


The city election next Tuesday does not 
promise to be a very exciting affair. Mayor 
C lias no opponent, and his nomina- 
tion seems satisfactory to all. Outside of 
the Mayor, on the general ticket there are 
only two contests, but this does not indi- 
cate that all the unopposed candidates are 
perfectly satisfactory to the people. It is 
Hobson’s choice, but fortunately the voters 
are not obliged to place a cross opposite 
the names of the candidates of whom they 
do not approve. However, most of the 
ticket is better than could reasonably be 
expected when only one party is in the 
field, but most voters regret the disappear- 
ance of the old Citizens’ party, which gave 
the voters some choice as to the men who 
would represent them at City Hall. 

The contests on the general ticket are 
over one member of the school committee 
from Ward Two, and over one alderman 
from Ward Three. 

In Ward Two, the revolt against the 
action of the school committee in regard to 
the Adams school, led to the defeat of 
Mrs. Martin, and the substitution of Mr. 
Frank T. Benner. There is a rather warm 
contest, and a lively fight is promised. 
Nomination papers have been taken out 
for Mrs. Martin, and those who believe in 
having women on the school board will 
make a strong fight to re-elect her, together 
with the friends of Supt. Aldrich and of 
the school board majority. 

Those who believe that new blood would 
be desirable, and that a man can render 
more valuable service in the position than 
a woman, will vote for Ur. Benner, and he 
certainly would be a desirable addition to 
the board. 

In Ward Three there is a contest over 
alderman, Mr. Davis being opposed by Mr. 
Henry II. Hunt, whose nomination papers 
bear the numes of many of the most promi- 
nent men in the city. Mr. Hunt has been 
an uldermun before, and was considered . 
oue of the best men on the board. His ex- . 
uerience would make him a valuable man, 
and his popularity ull over the city will | 
give him a very large vote. He at first re- ' 
fused to run, but was forced into it by 
those w ho recalled his former services fo 
the city, and who were opposed to Mr. 
Davis. 

The only other contest is over the ward 
uldcrmau from Ward One, which is con- 
fined to the voters of that ward alone. I)r. 
Stearns is opposed by Mr. John E. Briston, 
who has taken out nomination papers. 
Both have been members of the Common 
Council, and have their warm supporters, 
so thut the contest will be u very close one. 

MRS. M Ui 1 IN’S FRIENDS. 

We give room this week for several cam- 
paign letters in favor of Mis Martin, mere- 
ly us a matter of public interest. The 
whole question at issue, leaving out all 
sentimental considerations, is simply this: 

The lurgest caucus ever held in Wurd 
Two decided by an overwhelming vote 
thut they did not approve of the course pur- 
sued by Mrs. Martin in the school board, 
ami that they wished to be represented by 
Mr. Beuuer. The woman question us sucli 
did not enter Into the choice, or any other 
of the more or less absurd stories put forth 
by Mrs. Martin's friends. 

One of our letters, this week, states thut 
a paper "bearing the names of lbu women 
deeply interested in our schools’* w as pre- 
sented at the wurd caucus in favor of Mrs. 
Muiti ii . Tins puper, however, occasioned 
great hilurity ut the cuucus. .Some one us 
set ted thut the* alleged signers were mostly 
single ladies, young girls and domestics, 
and a deinuud was made to have it read, 
but curiously enough the petitiou had my- 
steriously disappeared. The announce- 
ment was received with great laughter, and 
Mr. Beuuer won by an overwhelming vote. 
Mrs. Muhin's friends should have had the 
uumes read, but as they had the same 
chance to attend us others, to now claim 
tiiat the cuucus was packed, or the over- 
whelming vote in favor of Mr. Beuuer w us 
merely that of u "prejudiced faction" is 
rather childish, to say the least 

Wurd Two voters certainly have the 
right to decide us to who shull represent 
them in the school board, uud to express 
their approval or disapproval of the course 
of their representative. Members who dis- 
regard tiie wishes of their constituents geir 
erully have the foresight to know thut they 
must tuke the consequences, when election 
time cornea round, ll they acted from a 
strong sense ot duty, thut should console 
them in their defeat, and we really do not 
sue any occasion for a panic among the 
friends of Mr. Aldrich. 


of debate ever such petty items as increas- 
ing or decreasing the salary of some ofticia* 
by $ioo or so. but the big items received no 
attention, possibly because no personal In- 
terest was attached to them. 

It is said by way of apology for this pho- 
nontinal increase, that the receipts of the 
city will be 02S.OOO more tlmn this year, and 
this will out the total down to about ®00,_ 
ooo, whloh is about the usual amount, and 
that these additional receipts, and the 
usual increase In taxable property, will keep 
the tax rate down to Sid or less, although 
this is several dollars t< o high for the best 
interests of the city. To require tho 
assessors to murk up the valuation a couple 
of millions or more every year, In order 
not to increase the tax-rate, is a rather 
heavy strain upon them, and suggests tho 
justice of increasing their salaries. 

A great portion of the Increase in the 
appropriation is for work in the highway 
department, and as everyone rides a wheel, 
ami there has been a good deal of com. 
plaint about the condition of many of our 
thoroughfares, the council probably thought 
thnt this Increase would be popular. The 
items were put dow n, and as most of them 
are for the repairing of main thoroughfares, 
things might have been worse, and every 
one will enjoy having smoother streets. 
Much of the coniplnint this year came 
from the condition of Washington street, 
but that is now in fine condition, and 
judging from the size of the highway ap- 
propriation, the city council intend to 
make Newton a paradise for wheelmen. 

It is notable us the first year in which 
the appropriations have amounted to over 
a million dollars, and this, with the inaugu- 
ration of the new charter, will make ist»s 
one of the turning points in the history of 
Newton. If with all these appropriations, 
the tax-rate can be kept from increasing, 
tax-payers will have good reason to con- 
gratulate themselves.

“The practical result remains that again 
the game of chance lias to be played. The 
risks of the ballot, which are such as to 
make it practically impossible for more 
than six or eight private members’ hills to 
obtain any fair consideration whatever, 
have again to be faced. The miserable 
chance of Government appropriation of 
days which used to be devoted to private 
members; the infinite toll which is involved 
in the conduct of any such measure in 
l’ariiament, and in the rousing attention 
outside Parliament, has again to lie gone 
through. The Women’s Suffrage Bill may 
or may not obtain a place next session. It 
may or may not he debated and divided 
upon. It may or may not again forfeit any 
further consideration through the require- 
ments of Government business. All tills 
remains an unknown and incalculable 
quantity. 

“In the earlier Parliamentary (lays pri- 
vate members’ bill could at least secure 
such consideration ns to advance them to 
that stage in public opinion and feeling, 
and in the opinion and feeling of the 
House, which made it become necessary or 
desirable for Governments to adopt them 
as their own. This was the case with 
both the Married Women’s Property Bill 
and the Custody of Infants’ Bill. But 
these chances of the education of the House 
and of the Government appear to he steadi- 
ly disappearing; whilst it is absolutely 
certain that no Government ever will or 
can adopt any measure for the advantage 
of women which has not already won 
three-fourths of its way to success. The 
difficulties in the way are enormous. 

“Of the ten members of the present Cabi- 
net in tlie House of Commons only two, 
Mr. Balfour and Mr. Ritchie, voted fertile 
second reading of the Women’s Suffrage 
Bill on February 3; the other eight voted 
against it. Of the Liberal ox-Cabinet now 
in the House of Commons the members al- 
most to a man are opposed to the en- 
franchisement of women. The known op- 
position of the leaders of both parties 
naturally had a disintegrating effect upon 
the resolution of the rank and file.”

An Alleged Armenian Arrested. 

An interesting case has come to the at 
tention of the Newton police in the person 
of Asie Kalil, who was arrested Tuesday 
afternoon on Ivanhoe street, Newton, by 
Inspector Fletcher, on the charge of ped- 
dling without a license. 

For the last several days, Kalil lins been 
going abcAit the different villages trying to 
dispose of some alleged foreign jew’elry, 
and by making the statement that he was 
an Armenian, and that his purents had 
been killed by the Turks, lie was able to 
induce many people to purchase his wares. 

In order to make his case more convinc- 
ing, when arrested lie had in his possession 
a large quantity of letters of recommenda- 
tion signed by different prominent clergy- 
men. These lie would spring on doubtful 
customers, and in most cases they had the 
desired effect. 

One of the letters taken from him bore 
the signature of the Rev. Edwin I’. Burt of 
West Newton, and was written on the 
regular letter head paper of the West New- 
ton Baptist church. 

In the local court. Wednesday morning, 
during the trial of Kalil, Mr. Burt not only 
denied all knowledge of the letter and of 
ever having seen the alleged Armenian, 
but branded the letter head as a forgery as 
well as liis supposed signature. 

Kalil was lined $:15, and not being able 
to pay, wus committed to the house of cor- 
rection. 

It is claimed by the police that Kalil is 
not an Armenian, but a Syrian, and that 
lie is one of a great many of the same 
nationality soliciting money as refugee Ar- 
menians. It is also claimed that the letters 
seized ure furnished by a large New York 
concern that imports those so-called Arme- 
nians for the purpose of delnuiding chari- 
tably inclined persons. 

The pedlers, in return for the services 
rendered them by this concern, ure obliged 
to puy a large commission. 

Warnings against those pedlers have 
been sent out by various Armenian socie- 
ties and others, who are aware of the great 
mischief they are causing.

HIGHEST SOURCE OF THE CHARLES. 


A NEWTON CENTRE LADY SAYS THAT IT 
IS IN WRENTII AM. 


Only business of a routine nature was 
transacted at the special meeting of the 
board of alderman Monday evening. In 
the absence of Mayor Cobb, Pres. White 
occupied the chair, and all the members 
were present. 

A hearing was held on the rounding of 
the corner of Webster and Kowe street, 
Ward 4, no one appeured, and the bearing 
was at once closed. No one appeared at 
the hearing on petition of the telephone 
company for location on Washington 
and Walnut streets. 

Arthur T. Lovett and William I. Logan 
were drawn as jurors for the Superior 
court. On motion of Alderman Baily the 
petition of Ward three residents for a 
street to give access to the new Peirce 
grammar school, on which a hearing was 
hail several weeks a:z<>, was referred to 
the highway committee. 

Petitions of Duna Estes for the construe- 
tion of sewers ill Manet road and Com- 
monwealth uvenue were presented by i 
Alderman Roberts ami referred to the 
sewer committee. 

A hearing was ordered for Dec. 27, on 
petition of the Commonwealth avenue 
street railway for extension of track on 
Common wealth avenue. Ward 4, to con 
nect with its new car barn. 

An order from the Common council ap- 
propriating $500 for painting city hull 
was referred in concurrence to the pub- 
lic property committee. John Beal was 
referred to the highway committee on 
petition for sidewalks on Walnut street 
and Bailey place, and Lottie K. McCarthy 
was referred to the license committee on 
petition for license for an intelligence 
oflice. Hearing was ordered for Dec. 14 
on petition of the telephone company for 
relocation of poles on Center, Webster, 
Chestnut and Washington streets. 

Bowker, Cay & Wills were referred 
to the license committee on petitiou for I 
permit to creel a frame blacksmith shop, 
and Edward Edmunds was on motion of i 
Alderman Downs granted permit to move 1 
a building from Appleton to Cabot street. 
'The highway committee reported favor- , 
ably on the petition of George P. Staples 
for the la> iug out of Somerset road, and 
un order for its acceptance was adopted. 
William Burnett was granted a permit for 
u pool table at Lower Falls, and an order 
was adopted remitting various betterment ; 
assessments on Commonwealth avenue. 


The following letter from the Boston 
Globe is of interest to Newton people: 

The iimu interviewed Nov. 24 by your 
Medway correspondent, Elmer G. Clium- 
berlain of Auburndale, has not yet found 
the highest sources of the Charles river, 
and seems to have no knowledge of them. 
As two of the highest sources of Charles 
river rise on my own land, in the old town 
of Wreuthaui, which laud has been owned 
and occupied by my ancestors and family 
ever siuce the town was settled, excepting 
a few years between the time when tin 
fatiier’s heirs sold it uud bought it back, 1 
may be excused for disputing the statement 
of Mr. Chamberlain. 

This fact has always been well known in 
Wreuthaui. which is also the highest 
source of the Blackstone river and of the 
Tauuton river, which also starts on my 
land, in proof of the latter assertion I 
will state that very often men are sent 
from Taunton to walk the whole length of 
till- I Minton l iver to see thut it rOOeiVBS II" 
pollution which could iiurin its sacred fish, 
the “Taunton herring.” This river pro- 
duces just as many herring as it ever did, 
thanks to the care taKen of the river. 

Now, we who drink the water of the 
Charles ought to know where it comes 
from uud that it receives tiie wash of at 
least one country gruvuyurd. .Just now we 
ought to be w ide awake oil this point, for 
tiie spring on my laud gives a small umouut 
of water compared w ith that which Hows 
from the three great ponds in Wreuthaui, 
b) a stream running through the town of 
Medlield, and well known to be the upper 
part of Charles river. 

The men of Wieiithuiu now propose to 
start a new graveyard on the border of 
Archer’s pond, a beautiful sheet of water, 
of w hich Newton people drink every day. 

Our legislature ought never to give them 
any permission of this sort.

New Ion Schools. 

T<» the Editor of the Graphic 

I desire, through your valued paper, to 
call the attention of its readers, particular- 
: l.v the parents of children attending our 
schools, and the tax-payer, w ho contributes 
i his money, ton system that Is an acknowl- 
edged disgrace to this supposed enlightened 
age! ! ! 

it cannot be denied that our publto 
schools are for the general pupils and not 
for a few bright lights. 

We contribute liberallj for educational 
work that the masses may be given an op- 
portunity to secure a practical knowledge 
of the fundamental principles of the Eng- 
lish language. Expensive, thoroughly up- 
to-date school houses are erected, many 
good teachers secured, for what? Is it to 
teach the scholars these fundamental prin- 
ciples ami thoroughly drill them in these, 
that they may be well grounded in the es- 
sentials, so that should they from any cause 
be forced to end their school life with the 
grammar course, they may feel that all hns 
been done for them that could be done be- 
fore sending them out Into tho battle of 
life, which is to determine their success or 
failure; or, is it to unlit them for a success- 
ful life, by neglecting these essentials, 
thereby sacrificing them, and perhaps the 
scholar for a few glittering, rose colored 
features, that so absorb the time, he can se- 
cure but little of practical knowledge, and 
enters life's arena poorly prepared to grap- 
ple with American citizenship. The coun- 
try schools of years gone by, where appli- 
ances such as we now enjoy were unknown, 
but where good common sense prevailed, 
and the fundamental principles, “the three 
It’s” were thoroughly taught to the boys 
and girls, equipped them for a successful 
business life. You will find a large majori- 
ty of the prosperous men of today came 
from these same country schools, which 
tiie present would be educators of our boys 
now decry! 

Think you they would have been better 
prepared had they introduced a little 
botany, a little physics, a little designing, a 
little drawing, a little scientific whittling, 
a little Latin, and a little smattering of the 
general principles? 

A large percentage of the grammar 
school pupils will go no further, and should 
have all their time devoted to the essential 
studies. Tho fortunate ones who will be 
able to secure a more thorough education, 
will have an opportunity to learn these 
higher branches in a much more satisfac- 
tory manner. 

The Sloyd and sewing are a partial ad- 
vantage to the less fortunate, but the im- 
portant studies should not be neglected for 
them, and they need not be if so much time 
was not consumed on tin* multiplicity! ! ! 

1 would like to have had my children take 
up Latin this term, but I found they were 
so deficient in their other studies, owing to 
this variegated curriculum, that they abso- 
lutely had not the time to do justice to all, 
and the latter had to be dropped because 
the others were considered too essential, 
thus debarring them from the two best 
courses in the high school. 

Is it any wonder the parent? are now 
raising their voices in righteous indigua 
tion all over our city? It is a shame that 
such a system should be tolerated In this 
enlightened city of Newton. Some are 
sending their children to private instruc- 
tors; others declare they would not have 
moved here, had they known of this exist- 
ing condition of our schools! 

There is one remedy open to us. remove 
the originators and supporters of tills pres- 
ent system, and see to it that their success- 
ors are thoroughly opposed to these falla- 
cious theories. It will take time, it is true. 
Already a successful movement has been 
started in Wards One and Two in opposi- 
tion to tiie selection of some of the school 
board whose terms are about to expire. 
Tliis must be followed up, and the agitation 
continued until all trace of it has been ex- 
cluded from the school board. It is of 
more importance than anything else that 
can come into our city affairs, because it 
touches the lives of our children. Their 
success or failure in life is dependent in a 
great measure upon your action in this mat- 
ter.

One hud 3 cases of typhoid fever, and 
Wards Two and Three one each. There 
were no cases of measles in the city.

HKV. DR. FURBER llKVIRWfl IMS FIFTY 
YKARB OVER Til F, FIRST CHURCH. 


A largo congregation, representative of 
all the different Newton churches, gathered 
Sunday morning in the First Congregation- 
al church of Newton Centre, where an in- 
teresting seini-centonnial sermon was 
preached by the Hev. Dr. Daniel L. Fur- 
hor, D. I)., pastor emeritus of the church, 
who celebrated the golden anniversary 
of his installation on Wednesday. A 
large picturo of Dr. Furber, taken when he 
was .‘10 years old, hung in the front of the 
church. Dr. Furber said, in part. 

It is Just 50 years today since I preached 
my first sermon to this church as its pastor. 
My ordination had occurred on the previ- 
ous Wednesday. 'I'he sermon was by Dr. 
Nehemiah Adams, the prayer by Dr. Silas 
Aiken of Park Street Church, and the 
charge to the pastor by the Hev. Mr. Marsh 
of West Roxnury, whose daughters, Mrs. 
Goddard and Mrs, Pierce, are now mem- 
bers of this church. I know of only two 
members of the council who are now living 
—the Hev. Mr. Leavitt, who was then pas- 
tor of the Eliot church, and Mr. Daniel 
Stone, who was then living in Waltham, 
ami is now a member of this church, 82 
years old, and this is his birthday. 

Of the men who were prominent in the 
congregation when I began, notone is pres- 
ent today, ami only live of the women are 
living, but the children of many of them 
are still with us. At that time there was 
no railroad to this place. In going to Bos- 
ton we went by omnibus to Newtoh corner 
where we took the train. People coming 
to Newton to live usually went to one of 
the villages on the north side of the town, 
instead of coming here. Beacon street had 
not then been constructed. We went to 
Boston and Brookline through Brighton. 

Fifty years ago there were only two Con- 
gregational churches beside this in the 
town— the one at West Newton and the 
Eliot church. There was no church of 
any kind at Newtonville, ami noneat New- 
ton Highlands. People from both of those 
places came to this churchrand a few from 
Upper Falls. 

The order of public worship was differ- 
ent from what it is now. Wo had no an- 
thems and no responsive readings. When 
the choir sung we kept our seats, but in 
prayer time we stood. Congregational 
singing came in in 1800. 

Fifty years ago I presume that no one 
ever saw a Massachusetts minister wearing 
a full beard in the pulpit, ami, so far as I 
knotf, 1 was the first one who did that 
• The Sabbath following the assassination 
of President Lincoln I went into the pul- 
pit. The house was draped in mourning. 

1 might almost say the countenances of the 
people were draped in mourning, for dis- 
tress was upon every face. I spoke of the 
dreadful calamity which bail befallen the 
nation, and as 1 went on in this way the 
audience responded with audible sobs. 

Nov. 10 , 1872, as we came to church, one 
said to another: “Do you know that Bos 
ton is burning?” It had been burning all 
night, uml it continued to burn all thut day. 
The great Chicago lire occurred the year 
before. The Hev. L. T. Chamberlain, who 
was then pastor of the New England 
church in Chicago, came hero and told in 
this pulpit the story of the loss to his 
church, and we gave him $ 1000 . That was 
the largest collection we ever made in one 
day. 

In December. 1872, my 25th anniversary 
was observed: A sermon was preached, 
followed by the sacrament of the Lord’s 
supper, in the administration of which 
Prof. Park of Andover took part. 

The lirst Sabbath in the year 1879 was an 
interesting day to u?, when we finished the 
payment of a debt that we lmd been carry- 
ing nine years. This debt was incurred by 
the enlargement of the meeting house and 
the chapel, in 1800, at a cost of $ 2200 . 

Oct. (», 1880, was one of our memorable 
Sabbaths, when you listened for two hours 
to the story of the long history of this 
ancient church. Prof. Park was with us 
ugain on thut Sabbath, und offered the 
prayer. 

At the beginning of my ministry there 
was no semi-annual conference of neigh- 
boring churches, no Congregational Club, 
no such Monday ministers’ meeting as we 
now have, no \ . M. C. A., no Y. 1‘. S. C. 
E., no national Congregational council, no 
Year Book into which the statistics of the 
denomination could be gathered and pub- 
lished. In 1852 we lmd in the whole 
country 2000 churches. Now wo have 
5000. 

It is interesting to remember, now thut 
slavery is gone, thut our denomination fur-' 
uished some noble champions of liberty. 

Among the changes which liave taken 
place, it is obvious that family prayer is 
not now observed us it formerly was. I 
attribute the neglect to the terribie strain 
und competition of modern life, rather 
than to the decay of religion. 

There is a changed attitude in recent 
years in regard to the authority of the 
Bible. In the minds of many people a text 
in the scripture does not weigh so much as 
it used to. The authority of the Bible is 
questioned, sometimes on critical grounds, 
sometimes on the ground that whut is 
called Christian consciousness cunnot ac- 
cent its teachings. 

The grow tli of this old First Church has 
been slow, but steady ami healthy. More 
persons were received into it during my 
term of service than in twice the number 
of years preceding. In October, 1881. a 
four days’ meeting was held, in which Dr. 
Beecher und Dr. Wesnir were among the 
preachers. The next year 05 now converts 
were received. Mr. Daniel Stone and Mrs. 
Horace Cousens were received that year. 
They are still with us. 

In looking back upon my ministry us a 
whole 1 feel greatly dissatisfied with it, 
and tills, I suppose, is whut most ministers 
would say when their work is done. 1 be- 
lieve that if the lives of ministers were ful- 
ly known they would show an utmost con- 
tinued refrain of confession of t lie inade- 
quacy of their treutmeut of those mysteries 
of revelation which the angels desire to 
look into. 

GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY EXERCISES. 
Past and present members of the church, 
prominent clergymen from all parts of the 
state, and representatives of nearly all the 
other churches in Newton assembled at the 
old First Congregational church, Wednes- 
day afternoon and evening, to honor tlio 
venerable pustor emeritus of the church, 
Hev. Daniel I,. Furber. 

Wednesday marked the olosb of the 
week’s celebration of the golden anniver- 
sary of his installation as pustor of this 
historic church, and will go down oil the 
puges of its history us one of the notable 
duys in its life. lu the afternoon a public 
meeting was held in the muin auditorium 
of the church, which was uttumled by 
more thuu 400 friends of Dr. Furber uml 
members of the congregation. The exer- 
cises wore conducted liy Dr. Noyes, the 
present pustor of the church, uml on the 
platform were seated a number of promi- 
nent clergymen of Newton uud Boston. 

Hev. Alvali llovey.wlio was Dr. Furber 'b 
clussmute ut Dartmouth, ami who is now 
president of the Newton Baptist Thoologi 
cal Institute at Newton Centre, extended 
the congratulations of the other churches 
to Dr. Furber. Hev. Theodore J. Holmes, 
formerly pustor of the First church, uud 
now of Milford, spoke of Dr. Furber us a 
copastor. Other addresses of congratula- 
tion were made by Hev. Dr. Wellman of 
Malden, for 15 years pustorof Eliot church, 
Newton; Hev. Henry I. Patrick, pastor 
emeritus of the Second church, West New- 
ton; Hev. E. E strong of Auburudale uud 
Hev. Dr. Herrick of Ml. Yunioii church, 
Boston. 

At tt.80 diuuer was served to t lie invited 
guests and the older members of the 
church, including a number who have re- 
moved to other places. 

in tiie evening Dr. Furber was tendered 
a reception in the handsomely decorated 
juniors of the church. Hu w as ussistod by 


Bov. Edward M. Noyes. Mrs. Noyes, 
mother of the pastor, and the members of 
the committee of arrangements, .Bulge 
Robert R. Bishop, deacon John Ward, lion. 
A. C. Walworth, (Bias. S. Davis, Mrs. S. C. 
Davis, Mrs. Marshall (>. Rice and Mrs. C. 
M. Hansom. 

After the reception informal addresses 
were made by Hon. James F. <’. Hyde, first 
mayor of Newton and a former member of 
the church; Hon. Alden Speare, who 
offered the congratulations of the commu- 
nity, and Mr. Arthur C. Walworth, who 
spoke fpr the church.

“Closely allied with this theme of the 
curriculum in general is the question of 
choice of subjects by women for their best 
development as women. It. is not as easy 
to lay down the law for all on this point us 
some would assort. Any attempt to do 
this rests on tho assumption, in tiie first 
place, that emphasis must be given to ac- 
quisition rather than to training; and, in 
the second place, that all women have 
need of tho same kind of information. In 
reply, it must he said that tho work which 
women are now more and more called on 
to do in the world demands, first of all, the 
best intellectual discipline. For instance, 
there are few forms of activity among men 
which require more carefully trained 
powers than housekeeping, an occupation 
which is supposed to he women’s peculiar 
sphere. Soundness of judgment, keenness 
of perception, quickness of decision, 
promptness of execution, all the higher 
powers are needed at their best to meet the 
manifold responsibilities and emergencies 
which arise. Failure to recognize this fact 
and the assumption that housekeeping 
comes by nature to women, undoubtedly 
lie at the root of the disasters which are 
but too common in household administra- 
tion, and which would he still more fre- 
quent were it not for the quick wit uud 
ready adaptability which generally charac- 
terize women. It is manifestly true that in 
general, when men undertake such cares, 
they meet with a larger measure of success 
than women do, Tiie administration of 
household affairs on a large scale, as in 
clubs, hotels, or public institutions, is al- 
most entirely carried on in this country by 
men. The explanation undoubtedly is that 
tho ordinary training and experience of the 
boy are much more likely to lit him to esti- 
mate properly the relation of one fact to 
another. Girls are not usually brought in 
such contact with tiie affairs of the world 
as to learn how to see things in their right 
proportion, and consequently, unless they 
are given special training, are harassed and 
discouraged by non-essentials. 

“Again, if it is granted, that union of 
training and of acquisition is practicable, 
the fact must be acknowledged that the 
kind of acquisition to be chosen is a matter 
for the individual rather than for the sex. 
This is recognized in the case of men. The 
facts studied by a lawyer are totally differ- 
ent from those studied by a physican. 
Tiie difference between lawyer and physi- 
cian is far greater than that between physi- 
cian uud housekeeper. The woman in 
charge of a family would have more need 
of the kind of information a physician 
uses than a lawyer would have It is 
evident that there are many phases of this 
jirohlem, that it should be soberly and 
wisely studied, and that women, and edttca 
ted women, should be most competent to 
study it.”

T1IE CITY ELECTION. 


The nbsence of any contest over the 
head of the ticket kept many voters away 
front the polls on Tuesday, and the vote 
was the smallest cast in a city election for 
more than fifteen years. 

Mayor Cobb hail the highest number of 
votes cast for any candidate, outside of 
the school board, and evidently many only 
made a mark for the mayor and the candi- 
dates who had an opponent. 

The three contests had unusual interest, 
and the candidates nominated in opposi- 
tion to the regular Republican t oket were 
victorious, in two cases, and defeated in 
one, which shows that Newton people 
have not lost the habit of independent 
voting in a city election. 

The fight over the school committee 
members from Ward Two excited great 
interest and brought out nearly all the 
women who had registered. Mr. Benner, 
the regular Republican candidate, carried 
his own ward by nearly a hundred votes 
over Mrs. Martin, and also carried Ward 
Five by 152 votes, and Ward Six, while 
Mrs. Martin carried Wards One, Three, 
Four and Seven. Mr. Benner was sup- 
ported by the opponents of the present 
administration of the school board, while 
Mrs. Martin was supported by the friends 
of Supt. Aldrich, and the women's clubs, 
although in her own ward the women’s 
vote stood only 25 to 14 in her favor. Mrs. 
Martin had aroused a strong feeling against 
her by her course in supporting Mr. Al- 
drich against the wishes of a majority of 
the voters of her ward, and that was the 
sole question at issue, although outside of 
Ward Two, the women’s clubs tried 
rather unwisely to make out that the issue 
was whether women should be on the 
school board or no. Ward Two has had a 
woman upon the board for eighteen years, 
and if the women’s clubs of the city de' 
sire to have more women upon the school 
board another year, there are other wards, 
in which they can have the opportunity to 
put up a first class candidate, and if they 
select one not identified with any faction 
they will have a good chance to win. 

Ex-Aldermau Henry H. Hunt, who ran 
on nomination papers against President 
Geo. D. Davis of the Common Council, 
not only carried his own ward by a vote 
of 34'.) to 174, but also carried every other 
ward except Ward Six, being defeated 
there by only 19 votes. Mr. Davis had un- 
fortunately alienated many of the promi- 
nent Republican workers, in his campaign 
for the mayoralty nomination, and later, 
in his canvas for the Presidency of the 
board of aldermen. His friends charged 
that Tammany methods were used against 
him, in a long letter last week, and his op- 
ponents retorted that lie had used Tam- 
many methods himself, and although the 
letter was a very well written one, vine 
gar never catches tiies. Mr. Hunt's victory 
was certainly a remarkable one, and is a 
proof of his personal popularity, and his 
reputation as a straightforward business 
man. 

In Ward One Dr. Stearns was opposed 
by John E. Briston, the independent citi- 
zen's candidate. Dr. .Stearns carried his own 
precinct of Nonantum, which is usually 
Democratic, while Mr. Briston carried the 
Mt. Ida precinct by 42 votes. It is 
said that many Republicans were active 
in support of Mr. Briston, and the 
vote in the second precinct shows that lie 
received many Republican votes. But he 
mude an excellent record during his term 
in the common council, and will do good 
service in the new board. 


A RESTFUL SCENE. 


in these days of hurry and bustle, where 
everyone is hurried and everything is being 
done with a rush, it is a great relief to come 
upon such a reposeful scene us lias been 
presented at the two ruilroud bridges now 
building in Newton. There “everlasting 
peace” abides, und there Is no vulgar rush 
nor hurry.

for people who desire to tnke the Brighton j 
cars in Nonantum square, and although I 
one of the passage ways for foot passen- 
gers has been opened, there seems no pros- 
poet of anything more this year. 

At Centre place, all the people who 
would like to cross to the station have to 
go way round by Nonantum square, and 
this extra walk means a great ileal twice a 
day. This week, the spans have been 
painted, but that is all the progress dis- 
cernible, and now that the mild weather 
has been dawdled away, there seems no 
prospect of the bridge being opened this 
winter. 

If the railroad authorities had any re- 
gard for the convenience of Newton 
people, they would either spur up the 
bridge builders a ltttle, or else have them 
plank the bridges over temporarily, und 
put off further work until the contractors 
have more than two or three men to put on 
the job. It was supposed that the bridges 
would be for the convenience of people 
now living, but if they are only intended 
for the next generation, the Boston & Al- 
bany might put up foot bridges, and they 
would have a chance to be worn out before 
these bridges are completed. 

Seriously, the city authorities could not 
do a greater service to their constituents 
than by insisting that these two bridges 
shall be placed in condition for public use 
this winter, and this could be done in a 
very few days, if the railroad company de- 
sired. Newton people have put up with 
the present inconvenience until forbear- 
ance has ceased to be a virtue. 


Mu. James Bryce, author of “The 
American Commonwealth,” has an article 
in the December Forum that will command 
the approval of thoughtful readers. The 
subject of his paper is “The Policy of 
Annexation for America;” and be ap- 
proaches the question as "one who can hon- 
estly say that his only motive for writing 
is his interest in the welfare of the great 
country which he lias so often visited.” j 
His aim is to show how "the question pre- 
sents itself to the minds of those English i 
friends of America who love her almost as 
they love their own .island.” Mr. Bryce 
considers that it would be impossible for 
us to annex Cuba or Hawaii without main- 
tuining a very powerful navy, from which 
burden we have hitherto escaped. To en- 
ter upon a policy of annexation would be 
for the United States “a descent from what 
may be called the pedestal of wise and pa- 
cific detachment on which she now stands.” 
“The policy of creating great armaments- 
and of annexing territories beyond the sea 
would be, if a stranger may venture to say 
so, an un-American policy, and a complete 
departure from the maxims— approved by 
long experience— of the illustrious found- 
ers of the Republic.”

—Dr. Ebon Thompson died Monday 
veiling at 9 o'clock at bis home on Oak 
treet. lie bad been ill a week and death 
was due to erysipelas. His death will be 
a severe shock to his hundreds of friends 
in Newton as well as to his associates in 
the medical profession. Dr. Thompson 
was a native of Durham. Vt., and was 4t» 
years of age. He came of a family which 
was prominent in revolutionary history, 
and which was among the first, to settle in , 
the green mountain state. He received 1 
his early education in his native town and 
later graduated from the university of Ver- 
mont. Soon after receiving Iris diploma 
he came to Newton and settled in this 
place, where he had since resided. He 
was one of the founders of the citizens’ j 
party in municipal politics, and always 
took a prominent part in non partisan poli- 
tics in munciiml affairs, although he was a 
staunch republican on national issues. Ho 
served two terms in the common council, i 
and represented Ward 5 in the board of ; 
alderman in 1894 and 95, bolding the cluiir- : 
manship of a number of important com- ' 
mittees. lie was a prominent Mason, a i 
member of the Newton club, of the Massa- ! 
chusetts medical society, the Massaoh- ! 
setts homeopathic society, the Sons of the , 
American Revolution and of various se- 
cret orders. He leaves a wife.

Tiie railroad commissioners give a hear 
ing today, on the new proposition to lease 
the West End to the Boston Elevated Rail- 
road Company. The stand taken by the 
commissioners has beey, endorsed with 
great unanimity by the papers outside of 
Boston, and by the Transcript and Post of 
the Boston press.

BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 


At the Cross Roads, by F. F. Montressor, 
is the best novel Miss Montressor has given 
us. The title was chosen to signify that 
time iu every life when two ways meet, 
uud when each is bound to make choice of 
what will vitally ell'ect their future. The 
story is original, and the development of 
the characters goes forward so consistent- 
ly, each after its own nature, that readers 
can not fail to bo impressed with the 
beauty and the symmetry of the story. It 
opens in an unusual fashion, w ith the 
heroine waiting for the coming of her 
lover, who hus just been released from a 
term in prison, for a rather mysterious 
crime. He was a brilliant and promising 
novelist, with faith in himself and iu 
everyone, when the event happens that 
sends him to prison, and he comes forth 
hopeless and forlorn, but the truth of the 
woman who had pledged herself to him 
works out his redemption, and lie starts 
out with new courage to free his name 
from the stain upon it, and the book tells 
how successfully it was done. The differ- 
ent characters are clearly drawn, and rep- 
resent actual personages to the reader, and 
their various influences upon each other, 
and the gradual unfolding of the mystery 
keeps the interest of the reader well up to 
tiie end. Miss Montressor is one of the 
minor novelists, but few have done better 
work than she has given the public in this 
novel, and the atmosphere of the book is a 
healthy one from beginning is end. It is 
published in handsome style by D. Apple- 
ton & Co., price, $1.50. 

God’s Foundling, by A. J. Dawson, is 
one of the better class of novels published 
in Appleton’s Tow n & Country Library. 
The hero is a youth whose purentage is in- 
volved in mystery, hut in whom a great 
banker takes un interest and tries to keep 
him from making a shipwreck of liis life. 
But each man lias to work out his own 
salvation, and as the hero is a man who 
can do nothing by hulves, he falls into bad 
company, and ufter a time finds out the un- 
satisfactoriness of worldly pleasures, and 
starts out to make something of himself. 
Having been educated as a physician, he 

g oes off into the London slums and tries to 
e of some use in the world, and the story 
tells of the hard aud toilsome road by 
which he achieved success. One might 
say the story wan inspired somewhat by 
Hall Caine's “Christian,” and the hero is 
what John Storm would have been if he 
had been given any strength of character 
and mental balance. The story is interest- 
ing and the incidents so well chosen, and 
the minor characters are so skilfully drawn 
as to more than make up for the rather 
thread-bare plot. 

The Freedom of Henry Meredith, by M. 
Hamilton, is the latest issue in Appleton’s 
Town and Country Library. It is a rather 
unpleasant story, treating of the difficul- 
ties that overwhelm a London Club man, 
ufter gaining a divorce suit, und waking up 
to find himself with a family of children on 
his bunds, uud nothing to supnort them on, 
as his wife’s fortune had hitherto kept up 
tiie establishment. The wife’s only re- 
deeming trait was her loyo for hei children 
but It was foolishly manifested, ami the 
book ends with the mother pleading to be 
tuken hack, and the children and every one 
else decidedly uncomfortable, owing to the 
jeulous interference of the eldest daughter. 
One can hut speculate upon what tiie 
future hud in store for this unhappy crowd. 
1’erlmps tiie moral is to show tiie result of 
marrying simply for money, but it is doubt- 
ful if even the best of women, und one such 
was in love with him, could have made 
anything out of Henry Meredyth. 

Historic Houses und Spots in Cambridge, 
aud near by towns, by J. \V. Freese is pub 
lished by Ginn & Company. The book 
wus uuuouiiced some time ago, ami its u|>- 
peurauce lias beeu looked for by those in- 
terested in the history of this section of 
the country. It is very fully illustrated, 
uud the hook shows how rich Cambridge 
is in old uud historical houses. The au- 
tlior lias spent some twelve years in get- 
ting together liis material, aud us principal 
of tiie Washington school, Cambridge, he 
bus tried to interest his pupils iu local his- 
tory, believing it to be the best introduc- 
tion to more general history. About a 
third of the book is devoted to Cumbridge 
ami the rest to Lexington, Concord, Ar 
lington, Bedford, Medford, uml other 
cities. Watertown lias scverul noted 
houses, famous iu early history, wherein it 
is more favored tliuu Newton, for our local 
history is only of recent dute, uml with the 
exception of tiie old Hull muiisloii, colonial 
worthies appear to have passed by on the 
other side of the river, when seeking 
homes. The book is vuluable as u guide 
book, uml expeditions to see some of the 
famous places noted iu tiiis book would 
furnish un interesting objective point for 
wheeling parties, when good weather 
comes uguiu. A good deal of tiie informa- 
tion found here is uot eusily accessible in 
any other form.

Tho aldermen spent the whole of Wed- 
nesday evening in transacting a very small 
amount of business, most of which was of 
a routine nature.

on motion of Alderman White. 

The Mayor announced the appointment 
of the following reserve patrolmen who 
were unanimously confirmed by the board:

Groth, James B. Dugan. John McNeil, * 
Richard A. Dalton and George H. Osborn. 

Philip Raymond was referred to the 
license committee on petition for permit to 
erect a frame building to be used as a 
bakery on Virginia road. Accompanying 
the application wns a communication from 
the inspector of buildings, stating that the 
adjoining property owners objected to the 
granting of the petition. 

Llnnehan Bros, were referred to the 
claim < committee on petition for damages 
on account of injuries to horse and wagon 
Nov. 27, on account of defect in Sumner 
treet. 

When the order abating $247,357 in Com- 
monwealth avenue betterment assessments 
in non-concurrence the board voted to recede 
from its former action, and the order was !

Petitions for street lights on the follow- 
ing streets were received and referred to 
the street light committee: Needham 
street, Walnut street and Appleton street. 
Petition for sewer on Appleton street was 
referred to the sewer committee. 

On motion of Alderman White tho peti- 
tion of M. B. Coleman for street crossing 
on Cherry street was granted and the order 
adopted. On recommendation of the high- 
way committee an order was adopted 
providing for the laying out and acceptance 
of Elmore street. The Mayor was author- 
ized to execute a quit claim deed for a 
parcel of land owned by the city at the 
corner of Commonwealth avenue and 
Ward street. On motion of Alderman 
White M. J. Mahoney was granted leave to 
■withdraw on petition for a concrete side- 
walk on Clinton place. An order was 
adouted on motion of Alderman Roberts 
providing for the extension of a sewer 
easterly through Washington street, Lower 
Falls, as far as the Lyon estate. 

Orders were adopted authorizing the 
street light committee to locate lights on 
Suffolk road, Beacon street and Crescent 
Ltreet. On motion of Alderman White it 
was voted to levy sidewalk assessments on 
property owners on Walnut street, St. 
James street and Seminary avenue. E. J. 
Haley was granted permit to move build- 
ing. D. R. McKinnon was granted leave to 
withdraw on petition for license for two 
pool tables at Newton Highlands, and the 
same action was taken on recommendation 
of tiie license committee on petition of W. 
II. ilaokett. for license for two pool tables 
at Newtonville. Petition for the construc- 
tion of sewers in private way, off Grant 
avenue and Eden avenue, was granted and 
orders were adopted providing for their 
construction. 

Francis E. Long, Newton Centre, and 
Lottie E. McCarthy were granted intelli- 
gence office licenses on recommendation 
of the license committee. D. W. Eagles 
was given leave to withdraw on petition 
for permission to erect a frame blacksmith 
shop. E D. Tucker was appointed an 
auctioneer ami Frank Hyslop of Newton- 
ville wus granted a viotualer’s license. 

An order was adopted, authorizing the 
city treasurer to issue a ten year 4 per cent 
note of the city for $30,000 to provide for 
the alteration of the old IViroe school 
house and the changes in City Hall. 
Orders subsequently adopted appropriat- 
ing $5 um> foi the City Hull changes and $500 
for the preparation of plans for the chang- 
ing of the Peirce school house for the oc- 
cupancy of the police department were re- 
scinded, and these appropriations were 
ordered charged to the proceeds of the sale 
of this ten year note. The public property 
committee on motion of Alderman Roberts 
was authorized to proceed with the work, 
Including the construction of a beating, 
disinfecting and power plant at a cost not 
to exceed $24,ooo. 

Alderman Downs for the license commit- 
tee brought up the old petition of James 
Ford for permit to erect a frame building 
for business purposes on Commonwealth 
avenue near Lexington street, Auhiirudule, 
and moved that the permit be granted. 

Alderman Kiiowltou usked for further 
delay, stating that many residents of An- 
burndale were opposed to the granting of 
the permit, believing t hat it would establish 
a bad precedent and would prove a detri- 
ment to property in the vicinity. Many 
of those who had signed Mr. Ford’s neti- 
tion did so on tiie understanding that the 
blacksmith shop now owned by him on 
Commonwealth avenue was to be removed. 
He luul positive assurances that if tiiis per- 
mit was granted other properly owners in 
tiie vicinity would ask for permission to 
erect wooden business buildings, which i 
would be no oruiiiuut to the boulevard. { 
After establishing such u precedent the 
board could not refuse these petitions. 

Alderman Dow ns stated that the commit- 
tee had considered the matter broadly and 
was (if the opinion that the permit should 
be granted. It wus only justice to Mr. 
Ford to decide the mutter which hud been 
delayed long enough. Alderiuau Daily 
objected to further delay and stated that 
the permit was not to be issued by the city 
clerk until the blacksmith shop in question 
hud been moved. 

Alderman White stated that Mr. Ford 
was trying to equivocate in regard to the 
removal of the shop, uud that some definite 
ussu ranee should lie obtained from him be- 
fore tiie permit was granted. 

Alderman Allen favored the granting of 
the permit. .Videnuau Hobart agreed with 
Alderman KuowItUTiTu favoring delay and 
moved that the matter be laid over until the 
next meeting of the board. This motion 
wus tost. 

Aldcniiun Kuowlton stated that the 
blacksmith shop would be objectionable on 
any part of Mr. Ford’s property on Com- 
monwealth avenue or Lexington si reel, ami 
Alderman White supported this view of tire 
case. Alderiuau Dow ns and Baily agreed 
that the shop should be removed altogether 
uud the city clerk was instructed not to 


issue the permit until the shop had been re- | 
moved. 

In the common council Councilman 
Lyman opposed tiie passage of the Peirce 
school house order on the ground that the 
expense was excessive. On a vote the 
order was adopted Councilman Lyman and 
Warren voting in the negative.

SECRETARY 0 LIN LECTURES. 


TELLS NEWTONVILLE PEOPLE A1IOUT THE 
DUTIES OF THE SECRETARY OF THE 
COMMONWEALTH. 


Secretary of State William M. Olln en- 
tertained a large company of Newtonville 
people in the vestry of tiie Washington 
park Universalist church Monday evening j 
with an address on the office and duties of 
tho secretary of the commonwealth, under 
tiie auspices of the Goddard literary | 
union. 

He spoke in part as follows: *1 will en- 
deavor to give, as briefly as possible, some 
slight idea of the duties of the secretary of ■ 
the commonwealth. Something oyer 300 
paragraphs of the public statutes relate to i 
this office, and most of them impose duties ; 
on tiie secretary. 

“In the early days he was simply secre- | 
tury to the governor, who had no other i 


clerical assistance. The office of the sec- 


retary has branched out until now he lias 
under him about 40 clerks. Year by year 
something has been added, until this is 
now the busiest office in the state house. 

“The secretary occupies some 16 rooms, 
six of which ate devoted exclusively to tiie 
archives of the state, and more room is now 
needed. 

“The law says that all records of the 
commonwealth shall be kept in this office. 
This means much more than most of you 
realize. All tiie reports and records of 
state commissions, such as the metropoli- 
tan water commission, the sewer com- 
mission and the transit commission, must 
be kept in this office, and they are sent in 
literally by tons. 

“Let me take up a class of work, which 
touches every man, woman and child at 
three most important periods of life, birth, 
marriage and death. These statistics are 
compiled by the secretary of state, w ho 
yearly issues a tabulated report. Assess- 
ors of town and city are compelled bylaw 
to make full returns to him, uud tiie com- 
pilation of these reports is another of his 
duties. 

“Each year he is required to get out bal- 
lots, and after election to prepare full stat- 
istics of the vote of the entire state. In 
this connection let me state that it is not at 
all creditable to tiie people of this com i. on- 
wealth who are supposed to be in the lead 
in culture and all that goes to make up 
good citizenship that in some towns less 
titan one half of those who were entitled 
to vote went to the polls in 1896 and ex- 
pressed their opinions on tiie great issues 
then before the people. 

“Every corporation is required to make 
a return of its business and financial stand- 
ing each year. Business men among you 
know that these returns are often mislead- 
ing, and an attempt is now being made to 
provide that they shall be properly audited. 
Some idea of the importance of this brunch 
of the secretary’s duties may be obtained 
from the statement that more than 5oo new 
corporations are reported annually. For- 
merly churches and boxing clubs were 
classified ulike under the statutes, uud the 
secretary was obliged to obtain a certificate 
of good character from the selectmen of 
towns or the aldermen of cities for persons 
desirous of incorporating a church. Now 
this is changed and tiie secretary is allowed 
to exercise nis discretion. 

In addition the secretary has ’to keep 
tabs on more than 1500 officeholders in the 
stute, in itself no small task. He is also a 
member of innumerable commissions in an 
ex officio capacity.” 

In conclusion bee. Olin related a number 
of entertaining incidents, and spoke in an 
interesting vein of the priceless archives 
in his charge, reading a number of extracts 
from the more interesting of them.

COMMON COUNCIL. 

SEVEN MEMBER* MEET IN REGULAR SES- 
SION MONDAY EVENING— PRES. DAVIS 
CREATES A SENSATION 1»Y CRITICIZING j 
METHODS OK A It ATE M ENT OF HOULE- i 
YARD ASSKR8MNKTR. 


Seven members were present at tiie 
regular session of tiie Common Council , 
Monday evening. A hearing wns given on ! 
tiie proposed rounding of tiie corner of 
Rowe and Webster streets. No one ap- ; 
peered and the hearing wns at once closed. 

A number of papers were received from 
the board of aldermen, and acted on in 
concurrence. 

When tho order providing for the abate- 
ment of $247,000 in betterment assess- 
ments came up from tiie aldermen for con- 
currence, Councilman Nagle inquired if 
tiie order came front the highway commit- 
tee. or the city solicitor. 

Pres. Davis stated that it did not come 
from either tiie special committee on 
awards or tiie highway committee. He 
wished to take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity to state that in his opinion, the 
whole method followed in the settlement 
of betterments on the first three sections 
of Commonwealth avenue was unjust. 
The betterments amounting to $247,000 
according to previous agreement hud been 
assumed by tho city m consideration of 
land given for the construction of the 
boulevard. The betterments to the 
amount of $15,000 hud been paid in, mid 
some assestments Imd been apportioned, 
leaving the amount uncollected $247, nop. 
In one instance a property owner hud con- 
tributed 34 cents worth of land and the 
city luul assumed an assessment of $500. 
In ' another $8.:w in land had been con- 
tributed, and an assessment of $870 as- 
sumed. A Newton Centre resident had 
been accommodated to the extent of hav- 
ing tiie course of the boulevard ohanged 
500 feet, A corner of his property came 
within the 500 feet limit, and in this case 
the city had assumed a betterment of $500. 
In certain other cases the city bad assumed 
betterments assessed on parties, who had 
secured large damages. In his lopinion 
tiiere was no justice in the whole system 
ol awards. 

City Treas. Ruudlett was sent for to 
give information in regard to the order, 
lie stated that on assuming office lie hud 
served warrants for total asseslment of 
$3oo.i:oo. About $15,ooo had been collected, 
betterments amounting to $247,000 were 
classed as uncollectable, and Imd been as- 
sumed by the oity. They stood upon Ins 
books as an asset, ami lie desired to huve 
the order passed in order to adjust his ac- 
counts. lie presumed tiie matter belonged 
to the highway committee, but so far as 
lie knew it luul not been considered by any 
committee. 

Councilman Alvord stated that in his 
opinion if these betterments were to be 
adopted the $15,000 already collected 
should be returned. 

Councilman Warren agreed with Council- 
man Alvord, and further stated that lie 
understood Judge Bishop Imd stated that 
in case these assestments w’ere abated lie 
bel eved these already collected on the 
same sections would have to he returned. 

Tiie order was finally referred to tiie 
highway committee in non concurrence. 

A petition of George P. Bullard and 26 
others for a uew street to give access to 
tiie new Peirce school on Chestnut street 
was referred to the highwuy committee. 

Petitions for street lights on Elm road, 
Walnut street and Malvern terrace, were 
received and referred to the proper com- 
mittee. H. W. Mason was referred to the 
sewer committee on petit ion for sewer on 
Ward street. At 8-45 tho council adjourned.

MARION URAWFORD SPEAKS ON THE 
HOME LIFE OF THE NOBLES A Nil RE- 
TAINERS. 


were decidedly unusual. Thursday morn- 
ing police headquarters was notified that 
several clubhouses had been entered the 
night before and thoroughly ransacked. 

An investigation was made, and it was 
found tlmt the thieves lmd been accom- 
panied by a large dog, whose tracks were 
plainly visible in the damp ground. The 
police came to the conclusion tlmt it was 
the work of boys, and suspicion at once 
rested on the three boys now under arrest, 
but nothing was learned which would war- 
rant their arrest. 

Friday afternoon Patrolman Mills was at 
work in Auburndale in his citizen’s clothes 
when his attention was attracted by a 
Newfoundland dog, which was following 
young Carroll. He noticed something 
peculiar about the dog, and finally decided 
tlmt it was the padlock on the collar, 
which wus several sizes too big. Closer in- 
spection convinced him tlmt It was one of 
the locks stolen from the canoe clubhouse 
Wednesday night. 

He quietly followed the dog and his 
master, who were soon joined by Ferrick 
and Roach. All three entered an unneou- 
Eied house on Ware road. The boys in 
the house were noisy, and the dog added 
liis howls to their yells and efforts at vocal- 
ism. Patrolman Mills sent a woman, who 
happened to he passing at tho time, to call 
for help. 

Mr. Loring Hunker was notified and lie 
called the patrol wagon, and then went to 
the assistance of Patrolman Mills. Sergt. 
Charles 1*. Heustis, who is acting city 
marshal, sent Patrolmen Nagle and Mullen 
to tlie scene in a hurry. The house was 
surrounded. The burglars retreated to the 
attic and barricaded the door. They re- 
fused to open it. 

The officers lost no time and upon threat- 
ening to break down the door the hoys de- 
cided to allow them to enter, and submitted 
to urrest without resistance. 

All three, the police state, were under 
tlie influence of liquor. This, it is believed, 
led them to he less cautious tliun they 
otherwise would have been. 

The ollicers made an attempt to question 
tlie prisoners when they were hooked ut 
police headquarters, hut their answers 
were ratheit unsatisfactory. 

The attic room where the boys were 
taken was a sight to behold. It was littered 
with robes, sweaters, bottles of whiskey, 
pipes, tobacco, shoes, moccasins, firearms, 
travelling hags, rubber coats and blankets, 
keys, electric bells. tools of all descriptions, 
overcoats, huts and many other articles. 

Tlie collection, sufficient to stock a small 
store, was taken to tlie police station in 
the patrol wagon, which was obliged to 
make a second visit to the rendezvous of 
the robbers. 

After the recovered property was secure- 
ly housed ut the stution, .Sergt. Purcell, In- 
spector Fletcher. Patrolmen (juilty, Mills, 
Mullen and Nagle sturted out to try to cap- 
ture the two missing members of the gang. 

CLOSELY EXAMINED. 

Sergt. Heustis proceeded to again inter- 
view the prisoners', hoping to secure further 
detuils of their career us housebreakers. 

The parents of young Roach wore closet- 
ed with the boy and Sergt. Heustis for a 
time, and it is thought that tho boy made u 
confession, in which he revealed the hiding 
place of more plunder. 

Ferrick was also given a chance to talk. 
Some of his relatives culled. It is claimed 
that he also revealed the hiding pluce of 
some stolen property. Carroll, the leader 
of the gang, remained stolid, and displayed 
a disposition to fight or do something 
desperute. He refused to answer questions 
und all efforts in that direction proved un- 
availing. 

After the interview Sergt. Purcell, In- 
spector Fletcher. Patrolmen Mullen und 
'I uffe were sent by the ucting marshal to 
the homes of the boys to uscertuin if any 
plunder huu been secreted. Their search 
wus successful. 

THE BLUNDER. 

Carroll lived with u Mrs. Benson on Lex- 
ington street, and in his room in tlie attic 
of this house u trunk full of yellow-covered 
literature was found, comprising lmir-ruis- 
ing tales of wild west during, detective 
stories und j ams of improbable churucter. 

In ini outhouse u number of articles which 
were taken from the barn of Mr. George F. 
Pond on Lexington street were found. 

In u shuck, built in tlie true western 
style, were nuinei ous articles which liave 
since been identified by theirowuers. There 
wus a very old und historic Hint-lock mus- 
ket, which did service in the defence of 
liouthbuy Harbor against the attack of the 
British in the war of 1812. It is the pro- 
perty of Mr. Fred E. Whiting of Islington 
mud, who culled ut the police stution uud 
identified it. 

Mr. Whiting’s house wus entered in 
August und ui tides to the vulue of uliout 
S400 taken. Among tlie things stolen were 
two of these muskets und u vuluuhlu ritle. 
These old muskets were very vuluuble on 
aooount of their historic ussociutions, und 
were the only two supposed to be saved 
from thut interesting event in the history 
of our nut ion. 

The musket recovered by tho police bears 
the nunic of its owner, uud there is not tlie 
leust doubt ubout its identity. Among the 
other things recovered by the nolice wus u 
gun suck, also the property of Mr. Whiting. 

There were three of these improvised 
robbers’ dens in the neighborhood of the 
home of Carroll, uud each one of them wus 
rich in urticles tukcu from tlie homes of 
people living in the Newtons. At Rnuuh’s 
home urticles tukeu from tlie home of U. 
Fred Pond were found. Among the recov- 
ered urticles were muny tilings tukun from 
tlie house of the Wubcwuwu Canoe Club 
uud the Riverside recreation grounds, Incut - 
ed on tlie bunks of the Charles river. It is [ 
the general impression among the police 
officials thut the boys robbed these club- 
houses uud oouvejed the goods in u cunoo 
down the river to tlie vucuut house where I 
they were arrested und much of the plunder I 
found.

of state. The women of nobility had no 
occupation except embroidery, but tlie wo- 
men of the middle classes employed them- 
selves in housework. 

While tlie holiday dress of tlie nobles and 
their ladles was very beautiful, and set tho 
fashion for all Europe, tlie ordinary dress 
was of the coarsest. The line clothes were 
heirlooms, and were handed down from 
generation to generation. There was but 
little of silver and gold. Wine flagons and 
cups wore of earthenware, and there were 
no f<»rks. At dinner every man used his 
flagger in cutting nient. The baron was 
the only one who had a napkin for his ex- 
clusive use. 

The sports in the middle ages were as 
rough us tho wars. Every Saturday the 
boys fought with stones, and it was a rare 
occasion when there were not four or five 
left dead on tlie field. Bull lights were 
common, and in a single afternoon 18'young 
men of tlie best blood in Rome were killed 
in this sport.

Sergt. Purcell produced tlie tools, which it 
is asserted, were used in tlie breaks. Pa- 
trolman Mills testified tlmt the marks of 
the rubber boots found in the snow corre- 
spond to those worn by Ferrick. 

Probable cause was found in both cases. 
Ferrick was held in $1800, and Roacli in 
$2400 bonds, with similar restriction in re- 
gard to sureties as in Carroll’s case.

ASTO N ISH I NG P ROG It ESS. 


The professional bridge builders who 
have been “working” around the Washing- 
ton and Centre place bridges the past 
three months would have been simply 
paruly/ed if they had been around those 
structures on Monday and Tuesday. They 
left them closed for the winter, and with 
the certainty of six months or more work 
upon them before they could be used, but 
the city authorities were evidently spurred 
up by last Week’s Graphic, and one side- 
walk of the Centre place bridge was opened 
to the public Tuesday morning, and one 
driveway of the Washington street bridge 
would have been ready that day, had it 
not been for the rain. 

There were a number of difficulties in 
the way which probably appeared un- 
surinountable to the employes of the com- 
pany with the Welsh name, but a little 
Yankee ingenuity overcame them all. The 
outside iron ruilings of the Centre place 
bridge had been lost somewhere, but a 
rough wooden one was erected, which is 
not handsome, but serves every purpose. 
The weather is too cold for the laying of 
concrete, but planks serve every purpose, 
and have been used on both bridges, and 
citizens who have been put to so much in- 
convenience for months are proportionally 
grateful. 

The approaches to the driveway of the 
Centre place bridge have been put in order, 
and there are hopes of this part of the 
bridge being opened in a very few days, 
as it will be a great convenience for 
carriages and teams that now are delayed 
in the frequent blockades on the uarrow 
Centre street bridge. 

One driveway of the Washington street 
bridge is about ready for the public, and 
as the West End tracks are laid to one side 
of the bridge, only a few feet of track 
would have to be laid to enable the West 
End cars to run to Xonantum square, and 
so accommodate the hundreds of people 
that have to wade through the mud to make 
connections. The track could be put down 
in a day or two, and probably will be. 
Both sidewalks can be got ready for use 
and one driveway, and the prompt action 
has both surprised and pleased the people 
who had made up their minds to another 
long winter of discomfort. 

Boston is having a very exciting time 
over its city election, and botli parties are 
now violently in favor of economy, and 
charging all sorts of extravagances upon the 
other. After election, whatever party wins 
will forget ull about it, of course. Mayor 
Quincy has the advantage of being in 
posses." ion, and he also has the support of 
many Republicans, those on his business 
men’s committee being especially notable 
for their unqualified endorsement of him. 
Mr. John C. Cobb has perhaps done the 
most harm to Mr. Curtis, by calling atten- 
tion to the injury done to local self-gov- 
ernment, by the influence of Mayor Curtis 
and his supporters in the legislature of 
181)5, and also by calling attention to the 
Curtis machine. Mr. Cobb says: “Any 
hulf dozen good, strong men, acting in good 
faith to the people, and not for their per- 
sonal advancement, could upset the whole 
combination, from Senator Lodge down to 
Representative Saunders of Ward 11.” This 
from a leading Republican is rather hard 
on the Republican candidate. The pres- 
ence of a third candidate in “Tom” Riley, 
is a great encouragement to the Curtis 
men, however, and Riley’s absurd letters 
and pull's of himself give a touch of humor 
to the campaign. The stand taken by the 
Boston palters is interesting. The Herald 
came out for Curtis, but evidently does 
not like the company, as its support is not 
very hearty ; the Globe as usual does not 
want to offend any one, and the Rost is 
trying to support Quincy. The Advertiser 
und Journal of course support the Repub* 
can candidate; the Transcript is agaiust 
Curtis, and so is the Traveller. As far as 
the two men are concerned, Mayor Quincy 
has made by far the best official, as Mayor 
Curtis was a great disappointment in his 
former term, and is generally regarded as a 
weak candidate. He has the support, how- 
ever, of whut is culled the Lodge-Curtis- 
Atwood machine, und with the help of 
Tom Riley his friends hope he will pull 
through. Rallies for the different candi- 
dates ure being held every night, and each 
side is puttiug forth its greatest efforts to 
secure votes for next Tuesday. 

This order for the abatement of $217, uoo 
in belterment assessments on the boule- 
vaid, which came up on Monday night 
wu& a purely formal affair, as it was merely 
carrying out the agreement made by the 
city with Judge Bishop und others, thut 
those who gave lund and money toward 
the boulevard should be relieved from 
beUermcut assessments. This ugroeiueut 
had nothing to do w ith those who did not 
give lund nor money, and assessments 
upon those liuve been laid and many of 


them paid. As Judge Bishop was one of 
the parties to the agreement, it was of 
course perfectly legal, and he could not 
have said as reported that no other assess- 
ments could he collected if these were 
abated. As for what amount of land each 
contributor gave, some gave more and some 
loss, and some who gave but little land 
made it up in money, but the total of land 
and money given was sufficiently large to 
make it an object for the city to enter into 
the agreement. That was gone over at 
time ami it is now rather ancient history. 
Of course the Councilmen, who have 
entered office since that date, are not 
familiar with the details, and so the order 
found them unprepared. Of course some 
of the contributors may have given n small 
amount of land and been relieved of a 
large amount of betterments, but this had 
to be made up by the leaders of the enter- 
prise, who gave more In land and money 
than their betterments would have 
amounted to. There are always some who 
have to carry those of less public spirit. 


It is announced that the salaries of the 
cotton mill officials of Fall River are to 
share in the general cut down of 10 per 
cent. But when one considers that these 
officials are paid from $5000 to $20 , 000 a 
year, and that more than two-thirds of the 
male help in cotton mills, and all of the fe- 
male help receive less than $8 per week, 
the proposed action docs not seem very 
generous. The hi A\ salaried officials could 
stand a cut of 50 per cent, without causing 
them to go without any of the necessaries 
of life, while a cut of 10 per cent, in the 
wages of the poorly paid operatives would 
cause uctuul suffering in many cases. An 
honest attempt at economy would select 
the high salaries for a radical cut down, 
and touch lightly, if at all, on the lowest 
wage- earners.

—Mr. and Mrs. George A. Taylor of Park 
street entertained a few of their many 
friends at their new home last Friday even- 
ing from 8 to 11 o’clock. The occasion was 
enlivened with vocal and instrumental 
music, and one of the daintiest of spreads, 
presided over by Mrs. Taylor, was served. 

—An inquest was held Saturday morning 
by Judge Kennedy in the Newton court to 
determine the responsibility for the deatli 
of Joseph Lubinski, who was found dead 
on the tracks of the Boston & Albany 
near St. James street, Dec. 2. Patrolman 
Fuller of division 2 and Michael Riley 
testified to finding the body on the tracks. 
No ether witnesses were called. 

—Some thirteen car loads of iron for the 
Centre street bridge are at the freight yard. 
It was expected here early in the fall, but 
some of it is said to have been wandering 
all round the country. Some say the cause 
of the long delay was that it was directed 
to the central postoffloe. The west half of 
the bridge is to be put up next Sunday, it is 
now said, and work will be “pushed” on it, 
but probably not very hard, during the 
winter. It is the intention to have the 
bridge all finished ^by spring, with the ex- 
ception of the concrete. 

—About 1 o’clook Saturday morning word 
was received by the police that a house had 
been broken into on Grasmere street. A 
thorough investigation was made, but no 
trace of the thieves or their work could be 
found. James Driscoll and Martin Munniug. 
residing on Pearl street.employed by George 
W. Bush, came near being rounded up as 
the alleged burglars. The men, who are 
employed as hack drivers, did not get 
through work Friday night until long after 
midnight. Upon putting up their hacks at 
the stuble they were returning home about 
1 o’clock, when rounding the corner of 
Elmwood street, they were stopped by two 
patrolmen. The patrol wagon was backed 
up ond the hack men were in a fair way of 
being hustled up the steps when explana- 
tions were made that had the effect of re- 
leasing them. 

—The police of division 2 have waged 
war upou those pedestrians who would 
loiter upou the sidewulks in the square.and 
the storekeepers in turn are finding fault 
with the police, at what they call over- 
ofiioiousness. Last Sunday evening Sergt. 
Clay and Patrolman Fuller created consid- 
erable consternation by arresting four 
young men for violation of the city ordi- 
nance. In court they were lined $5 each. 
The officers have been given strict orders 
in regard to corner loafing, and to thorough- 
ly enforce them are obliged to “Move on” 
everybody standing on the sidewalk. 
Would-be passengers on the electrics are 
not even exempt, and if they desire to wait 
for cars must stand indoors or in the street. 
These orders are said to have been issued 
from headquarters, and are the result of a 
number of complaints. The Salvation 
Army, which never fails to attract u largo 
crowd, may be said to be largely responsi- 
ble for tlie crowded condition of the side- 
walks. To the credit of the police, how- 
ever, it should be said that the square was 
never in better condition evenings than it 
is at present. The store-keepers claim that 
much patronage is gained through the 
attractive show window displays, and ure 
anxious that customers should be allowed 
to look at them. Mayor Cobb assembled 
the patrolmen of division 2 at station 1 last 
Friday evening. He cautioned them to be 
particular in regard to tlie overhauling of 
suspicious characters in view of tlie recent 
breaks in this section of tlie city, and laid 
particular stress on tlie importance of keep- 
ing tlie sidewalks clear of loafers in tlie 
vicinity of Noimutuni square. His instruc- 
tions were to enforce the city ordinances 
strictly and to arrest all offenders without 
favoritism. In this policy lie promised tlie 
patrolmen iiis support. Henceforth those 
who desire to attend the open air meetings 
of tlie .Salvation Army will not be allowed 
to stand upon tlie sidewulks, but will be 
forced to stand in the center of tlie square, 
llis honor also instructed tlie officers that 
tlie sidewulks were not a waiting room for 
the benefit of West End or Newton Street 
Railway passengers. 

— Last evening brought to a close tlie 
successful bazaar in the Y. M. C. A. hull, 
given under tlie auspices of tlie Ladies’ 
Aid Society of tlie Methodist church. 
Tuesday ufternoon the doors were thrown 
open to tlie public, and despite tlie stormy 
weather there was u good attendance.

George.” It is certain, lie said, that he 
will be classed among the prophets, for lie 
looked for a kingdom to come. He comes 
to indict our civilization, with all its self* 
confidence, and pomp, and power, and says 
we must be born again. 

Mr. E. I). Hale spoke, referring to Mr. 
George’s views as somewhat revolutionary 
in character, and asking from whom these 
new economic theories came, and on what 
authority we were nsked to accept them. 
His conclusion was that this simple, un- 
pretending little man was one at whose 
feet we could sit uml listen, ami whoso 
teachings were worthy of acceptance. 

Mrs. J. II. Willey read a very interesting 
paper on Henry George and the Single 
Tax, in which she reviewed the life of the 
great economist, his early struggles and 
hard triumphs, and set forth briefly tlie 
underlying principles of the Single Tux. 
The paper was originally prepared and 
read before the “Every Saturday Club.’’ 

Mr. C. B. Fillebrown spoke briefly, 
eulogizing the dead leader, and referring to 
tlie manly ami noble qualities which made 
up iiis character, and tlie great work which 
he Duel accomplished. 

Tlie following original poem by E. Brad- 
shaw- was read, ami was received with 
great applause: 

11F.NKV GEORGE. 

A warrior steadfast, strong and hold. 

Truth armed, a Hayard knight. 

Ills dented shield this legend hore, 

“1 battle for the right.” 

And Henry George left large estate, 

A multi millionaire, 

His stocks and bonds the good man’s praise, 
llis gold the poor man's prayer. 


The principal address of the evening 
was made by Rev. A. J. McAllister of 
Beachmont, who said in part : 

We love Henry George for what he did, 
but love him more for wlmt he was. If lie 
could speak to us he would say, “Let me 
sink out of sight, but bring the truth for 
which I stood into view.” Henry George 
saw the conditions that yon and 1 liave 
seen, but saw them in a different way, and 
he asked himself this question, “What 
ought to he done?” What has he done to 
answer that question? Let us see: Henry 
George believed that God made tlie earth 
for all men, and for the use of all men, as 
a great storehouse and reservoir in which 
He stored all things necessary for tlie life, 
health, comfort mid happiness of the be- 
ings that He had created to the end of 
time. He believed secondly that every 
man, woman and child is entitled to its 
freest and most untratnmeled use, und that 
government is a necessity ; and since an un- 
conditional necessity it is necessary to 
support it, and that there is a natural 
source for its support in tlie rental value of 
tlie laud resulting from the competition of 
men forming society. He believed that 
tlie support of government should come 
from a tax upon tlie value of land, which 
value is created by the people. There are 
certain inalienable, natural rights to which 
we ure all entitled, and all my rights are 
not based upon considerations of social 
utility. I urn born into this world without 
any consideration as to my wishes or de- 
sires in tlie mutter at all. Any other 
creature making Iiis advent upon tlie fuce 
of tlie earth has with me a right to all the 
opportunities and privileges guaranteed by 
God in this original grant. And for no 
social considerations whutever lias any 
man, or combination of men, the right to 
say that I shall not be given uu equal and 
fair chance in the race of life. But Henry 
George saw that under the present hind 
system thut tlie time would come, uml in- 
deed the time lias come, when any child 
making iiis advent upon this earth may be 
deprived of this nutural inalienable right 
by somebody putting up a shingle which 
suys, “Keep off tlie Grass!” Henry George 
saw this condition of things uml usked 
what ought to be done. 

l’rivute ownership of laud cannot and 
never can ho under any considerations a 
question of right. Ami since it can never 
he u question of right it must necessarily 
become the bone of contention uroiinu 
which all otiier sociul questions must tuke 
their places as so many satellites or minor 
planets. It never can be a social question 
whether I am entitled to a nlace where I 
may be born. But it bus been suid that 
this will lead to anarchy. It cannot do so 
logically, for government is not an arbitrary 
human device, but a natural social organ- , K 
ism, and there is a nutural source for Its ' M 
support, iiuinely, the land values created 
by tlie community. That value which at- 
taches to lund without improvements, 


stream some twenty-live miles long rises 
in Wrentham, probably on Mrs. Pond's 
land, and enters Taunton river just below 
tlie city of that name. But tlie Tuunton 
has already Mowed more than forty miles 
ami received several similar branches. 
Undoubtedly Taunton people are interest- 
ed as Mrs. Bond says in the non pollution 
of the Wrentham branch. 

As to tlie Charles 1 am familiar witii 
the Wrentham feeders to which Mrs. Pond 
refers. Twenty-six miles from its source 
tlie Charles receives at Norfolk tlie Part- 
ridge or Mill river, some ten miles ong, 
which comes through Wolomonopoag pond 
in Wrentham. At thirty-two miles at Med- 
Meld it receives Stop river, also about ten 
miles long, which also rises in Wruiithum, 
probably on Mrs. Pond s land. At eacli 
junction point the Charles has already 
three times as much water as these streams 
eacli bring Mrs. Pond lias e unbilled these 
two streams us one, for she makes it Mow 
from tlie Wrenthau pomls through Mod- 
tield. She lias been misled in regard to tlie 
source of tlie Charles by an ancient official 
legend. The charter ot the Massachusetts 
Bay Colony gave its southern boundary as 
extending from a point three miles south 
of the Charles, west to tlie South Sea or 
Pacific Ocean, or until it met some other 
of His Majesty’s Colonies. 

! The Massachusetts men followed up 
Partridge river to the most southern drop 
of water they could Mud coming to the 

I Charles. 

Then they measured three miles further 
south and marked a tree, and started a line 
due west toward the Pacific. At present 
it stops within a mile at Rhode Island 
boundary. In 1700 the tree was replaced 
by the Old Colony Monument, a stone 
slab seven feet high with a double-faced 
oval head, appearing like a great idol with- 
out arms, or like a big grave stone. One 
ot lus faces says “Plymouth Colony,” tlie 
other face “Massachusetts Colony.” His 
body is covered on eacli side with some 
thirty lines of historical statement. lie is 
locally known as “Dagon.” Tlie Old 
Colony line extends northeasterly from 
this stone to Iliughain some twenty live 
miles, separating Norfolk from Bristol 
and Plymouth Couuties. The angle at 
“Dagon” is noticeable on any map of tlie 
state that shows couuty lines. But tlie 
statement on this monument does not 
make Charles river rise in Wrentham, nor 
was it so intended. 1 presume tlie existing 
graveyard referred to is tlie one at Ponu- 
ville, which I have often crossed. New- 
ton people need feel no alarm about that 
one 1 am sure.

The Women’s Clubs. 

To the Editor of the Graphic :— 

I have been sorry to see in recent num- 
bers of the Newton papers, a reference to 
the Women's clubs which would lead a 
stranger to suppose that the Women’s 
clubs are a political body. As I understand 
it, the clubs are organized for all good pur- 
pose, some in one direction and some in 
another, hut when ij, comes to supposing 
that the clubs are going to interfere in the 
city elections or that they wish to do so, 
the idea is quite erroneous. 

But a very small percentage of the mem* 
bership of these clubs includes voters, or 
women who have any desire to vote, and 
the only possible subject, they might unite 
upon would he one involving some great 
question of right or wrong, which they 
were sure could not bo remedied in any 
other way. 

Mrs. Martin has many personal friends 
as was shown by the recent election and 
she has served the city well and faithfully 
hut no one can expect to occupy an offioe 
forever. 

It seems to me, that the superintendent 
of the schools should he tiie servant of tiie 
committee and not its master, and the 
members of the board should he strong 
enough and cupahle enough to decide all 
important questions, of course receiving 
and considering tiie superintendent's ad- 
vice as they would that of any expert. It 
goes without saving that they should seek 
to serve and follow the best interests of 
tiie people who huve placed them in office; 
and when the desires of a ward as a whole, 
are so unmistakeable as they were in tiie 
Adams school district, including ulso a 
great deal of sympathy from tiie other 
Wards, it becomes only a question of time. 

If Mrs. Martin dared to take the course 
which she did she must consider that her 
political life would he short so far as her 
own Ward was concerned. The votes 
which she received would probably many 
of them have peen given to another wom- 
an if there had been a woman candidate, as 
there is a general feeling that women are 
of great benetit upon the school commit- 
tee. 

I understand that women have been 
upon our committee for eighteen years, 
but we cannot say that our schools are 
perfect yet, und I venture to say that the 
Women’s clubs, in their quiet energetic, 
investigating way, and in the short period 
of their existence, huve accomplished more 
good tiiun the women members of tiie 
school committee in all their eighteen years. 

More than this, one women alone, with- 
out voting or belonging to a club, if she is 
brave enough and has the time to give, can 
do a great deul to benetit the public schools. 

She will have to contend witli ignorance 
and prejudice, with teachers who only fol- 
low rules as they would manage a machine 
closing their eyes to everything which 
does not agree with the rules; witli masters 
who will persistently misunderstand her, 
and will treat her like a truant child, with 
a superintendent and a hoard who eare 
little for what she says or does, hut if she 
has children in the schools, and cares for 
children who ure not her own, she will 
have an approving conscience and stie will 
he able to endure all. And she will accom- 
plish. 

She wIU see overcrowded rooms thinned, 
she will see pule faces brightened, she will 
see frequent opportunities for fresh air, 
she will see that children are not kept 
after school for work which could he cor- 
rected in school hours and she will see that 
proper record of all punishments D kept; 
she will see history taught and a love lor 
good reading instilled, she will see that a 
good circulating library is accessible to 
every child, and she will see masters pro- 
vided who ure such gentlemen as she wants 
her sons to beoome, and teachers whom 
her daughters may follow as models. 

All this and a great dual more, hut it is 
not easy. It would be far easier for this 
little body to send her children to a good 
private school, and so avoid all personal

about 12 feet eacli was a day’s turn out. 
Now the same principles are in use, Hut 
tlie methods of applying them are so vastly 
improved that tlie steel tube is not only 
welded and sized its entire length in one 
heat, but u furnace will produce 8500 
lengths of 18 feet each, or over 11 miles of 
oue-iuch pipe, in 24 hours. The lap weld 
process is used, said Mr. Brigham, in mak- 
ing pipe from 1 1-2 inch up to ami includ- 
ing 8(5 inches. Larger piping could be 
manufactured if there were any demand, 
but cast iron is used entirely for large 
conduits, as it can be produced more

The city treasurer was authorized to 
issue fifty S1JXX) -to year bonds, at 4 per 
cent, interest, on account of the Washing- 
ton street w idening. The order was adopt- 
ed by a vote of six yeas, Alderman Downs 
being absent. 

The mayor was instructed to execute a 
deed for the sale of several small parcels of 
land at the junction of Commonwealth 
avenue and Walnut streets. The sales are 
made necessary by the Bulloughs park im- 
provement.

SCHOOL BOARD. 


LAST MEETING OF THE PRESENT HOARD- 
SEVERAL IMPORTANT MATTERS 
BROUGHT UP WEDNESDAY EVENING. 


For the first time in many years, and 
perhaps in the history of the board, both 
the mayor and president of the board were 
absent. Mr. Lawrence Bond was chosen 
to serve as temporary chairman. Ten 
members were present. 

Miss Elizabeth M. Doonan was appointed 
an assistant in the Adams school with a 
salary of $500. 

Several transfers of appropriation bal- 
ances were made on recommendation of 
the finance committee which also reported 
that the ^December expenses were $15,- 
122 . 00 . 

The committee on rules and regulations 
presented a report of changes made in the 
rules governing the school board, to con- 
form with the provisions of the new city 
charter. The matter was informally dis- 
cussed and finally adopted. 

An order that Annie G. Swain be grant- 
ed a three months leave of absence with 
salary was referred to the finance commit- 
tee. 

Mr. Avery presented several amendments 
which if adopted, will place considerable 
of the business management of the school 
department in the hands of committees in- 
stead of the superintendent as at present 
Mr. Averv was very enphutic in desiring it 
understood that by such changes he did not 
wish it considered as any reflection on 
Mr. Aldrich. 

The matter was referred to next year’s 
board. 

The Ward Four committee through 
Chairman Hardy reported on the matter of 
using all available space in the upper por- 
tion of the Williams school at Auburudale. 
The committee, in its report, set forth that 
the rooms hud a full complement of pupils, 
and a new hall was very desirable. A com- 
petent builder had roughly sketched plans, 
ami estimated that the entire cost including 
two Hights of stairs, seats, etc , would 
amount to about $2800. 

Mr. Hardy spoke of the need of a proper 
hall in tlie building, which lie said was 
demonstrated at the graduation exercises 
in June. The master’s room on this occa- 
sion was crowded, ami the cramped condi- 
tion of the room made the ceremonies ap- 
pear very undignified. 

Referred to the committee on school 
houses. 

A petition was presented by Mr. Avery 
protesting against the introduction of cook- 
ing in the schools. It was referred to the 
committee on text hooks and supplies. 

Mr. Howes of Ward Seven read another 
petition, which favored the introduction 
of the cooking system in the schools. It 
contained about 5U0 signers, and was sever- 
al yards long. This also was referred to 
the committee on text hooks and courses of 
study. 

A communication was received from 
Reuben Forknall in behalf of Nonantum 
residents, asking that a hearing he given 
before the full hoard on the matter of ap- 
pointing a master in the Eliot school The 
Ward One committee has been considering 
the subject for some time, hut have failed 
to make arrangements satisfactory to the 
petitioners. The communication was re- 
ferred to the next hoard. 

Mr. Locke, who is desirous of making 
patriotic addresses before the scholars 
throughout the city, asked permission to he 
allowed to do this. The matter was re- 
feired to tin* superintendent with instruc- 
tions to report at the next meeting.

The School Curriculum. 

To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

Although the city election is over and 
the issue has passed that would emphasize 
tlie necessity of answering the letter in 
your issue of Dec. 10, yet I feel it a duty to 
state a few facts regarding the present 
educational system which your correspon- 
dent has wantonly attacked. Were it not 
that there exists even among certain well 
meaning citizeus, a hostile feeling against 
the “variegated curriculum” there would 
be no reason for my crowding your 
columns. 

Let it be understood first that the writer 
recognizes the value of the “district school 
system,” whose “three R’s” have made 
the “little red school house” famous. lie 
only contends that that system has no 
practical value for the modern schoolboy. 

Modern life requires more technical pre- 
paration than did that of a generation ago. 
Increase in population, the industrial and 
social evolution of tlie last half century and 
the transition from rural to city life, de- 
mand improvements in education which 
the “district skule inarms” have long been 
unable to furnish. Indeed, except in the 
country towns, these schools have been 
dying off since the days of Horace Mann. 

Yet the educators who improvised tlie 
modern methods have not overlooked tlie 
virtues of tlie old school. Teachers are 
now taught to be as thorough and careful 
in their work as any of the best masters 
under tlie old regime were. Only the atti- 
tude of teachers toward pupils bus 
been chuuged. Instead of emphasizing the 
study of knowledge for its own sake, 
modern methods are unfolding -the child’s 
powers along tlie line of natural develop- 
ment, us discovered by scientists. If a 
boy’s taste is mechunicul, should we bur- 
den his mind with extraneous studies. If 
he bus an artistic nuture, should not his 
parents and friends co-operate with the 
teacher to discover and develop his genius? 
Without further argument, it is clear that 
tlie eighteen-year-old graduate of a busi- 
ness, professional or manual course in our 
tree public schools is better prepared for 
his life work and tlie difficult duties of 
American citizenship than his fattier or 
mother a generation ago. The undeveloped 
child of thirteen or fourteen, graduating 
from our grammar schools, is a better 
specimen of body, mind and soul thun tlie 
average product of the old fashioned acad- 
emy or district school could ever have 
dreamed of becoming. OnsKitVKU.

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RUSSIAN OFFICIAL ORDERS. 

Bonin of tho Qnnnr Tiling* That Onntir 
Through Tlinlr Inflexibility. 

flho inflexibility of RiiHUlnn Offiotnl or- 
ders him resulted In ninny queer and need* 
less fixtures In tho official system. Tho 
■tory is well known of the sentry who was 
put on guard over a toho In bloom In tho 
imperial garden In the seventeenth cen- 
tury. The rose nnd Its hush disappeared, 
but every day for a hundred years a sentry 
mounted guard over the spot, beoauso no 
ono had ordered the service discontinued. 

A story quite as ludicrous Is now told of 
a discovery made hy the Empress Cathn- 
tlno, motlior of the Kmporor Paul, who 
was assassinated In 1801. Catharino at 
ono time was inspirod hy some passing 
whim of economy to scrutinize the im- 
porlal housekeeping accounts. In them, 
among other tilings, she found that “one 
bottlo of rum daily” was charged to the 
naslednlk, or heir apparent. 

As her son, who was then a young man, 
had novor given any sign of intcinporato 
habits, tho empress was greatly astonish- 
ed. Sho went over tho accounts to see how 
long ho had boen addicted to this practice, 
and found, to iier still greater surprise, 
that the expenditure wont baok to the day 
of his birth, and, indeed, far beyond It. 

Tho heir to tho tlirono had not only been 
charged with drinking over 80 dozen bot- 
tles of fine .Tamaioa rum yearly ever since 
ho was born, but for a long time before 
that. Tho cm proas, it is hardly necessary 
to any, made a thorough investigation of 
this strange matter, and witli the aid of 
nn antiquarian she at last reached tho 
original entry. 

A century or so before tho Imperial phy- 
sician bad prescribed, for the nasleduik 
of the period, “on account of a violent 
toothache, a teaspoonful of rum, to bo 
taken with sugar.” Tills dose was given 
for several days in succession, and tho 
nurse or steward in charge had doomed it 
more fitting to the imperial dignity, ns 
well as mnro profitable to himself or her- 
self, to purchase a new bottlo of rum every 
day. No one had over given the order to 
discontinue this purchase, and it had gone 
on for u century, the rum having consti- 
tuted ono of the perquisites of tho court 
steward. 

Tho ompross submitted the discovery to 
hor husband, who at once declared that 
the method of keeping tho accounts should 
bo thoroughly reformed and such abuses 
ended. He carried out bis threat. — Youth's 
Companion. 

STREET CARS IN HUNGARY. 

The Poetry of Motion on Wheels and 
Smooth as a Oomlola. 

Then oamo tho rush for the underground 
electric railway, ono of its stations being 
almost opposite tho main entrance of tho 
exposition. These stations ore small 
houses, 16 by 20 foot squaro nnd resting 
on tho sidewalk. Once inside, you do- 
sooii d a flight of stone stops leading to an 
underground room, lined Jwitii white 
tlios, tho frloze and dado of majolica 
In rich oolors. Thoro are oomfortablo 
Beats against tho wall for waiting pns- 
Eengcrs, and doublo gates, of spiral 
ly turned iron with brass ornaments, pro- 
tecting tho farther end. Across tho doublo 
tracked road is another tiled room pro- 
tected by similar gates. Theso two sets of 
double gates make a kind of pound, in 
which 82 passengers aro corralled, as it 
were, or a loss number if some of tho car 
soats aro occupiod. When a train stops, 
tho middle door of tho car slides baok and 
tho contents of tho pound walk leisurely 
uboard. There is no crowding and no 
jostling. There are no bont elbows aimed 
at your waistband, no hanging to straps, 
no muking half a parenthesisof your body 
that a stout woman with a basket may 
pass while you still koep tight hold of your 
overhead brace. Evory passenger has a 
wide and comfortublo seat, cushioned with 
velvet. Tho cars themsolvos are of mahog- 
any or hard wood, tho lights aro brilliant, 
tho roadbed as smooth as a floor. Each 
car starts as gently as a yacht with loos- 
ened suils and slows down without a 
tremor. 

Tho movement known as tho “Third 
avenue cable jerk,” with tho passengers 
Bhot into one end of tho car liko tho con- 
tents of a stenmor trunk on a rough night 
at sea, is unknown. The ventilation is 
porfoct, for thoro is no smoko, and conso 
quently no smell. In fine, it is tho poetry 
of motion on wheels, smooth as a gondola 
and almost as noiseless. — F. Hopkinson 
Smith in Harper’s. 


History of Ivory. 

Tho earliest recorded history — wo might 
Bay prehistoric, tho hioroglyphioal — that 
has come down to us has been in carvings 
on ivory and bono. Long before metal- 
lurgy was known among tho prehistoric 
races carvings on reindeer horn und mam- 
moth tusk evidence tho untiqulty of tho 
art. Frugments of horn and ivory, en- 
graved with excoflont pictures of animals, 
have boen found in cuves and beds of riv- 
ers and lakes. There are specimens in tiie 
Hrltish museum, ulso in the Louvre, of 
tho Egyptian skill in ivory carving at- 
tributed to the ago of Moses. In tho latter 
collection are chairs or seats of tho six- 
teenth oontury 13. C. inlaid with ivory 
und other pieces of tho eleventh century 
13. C. Carving of tho "precious sub- 
stance" was extensively curried on ut Con- 
stantinople during the middle ages. 
Combs, ouskots, horns, boxes, etc., of 
carved ivory and bono, often set in pro- 
olons stones, of tho old Roman and Anglo- 
6uxon periods, aro frequently found in 
tombs. Crueillxos und images of the Vir- 
gin and suints made in that age are often 
graeeful ami beautiful. Tho Chinese and 
Jupunuse are rival artists now in their pe- 
culiar mlnutiio and detail. — N. 13. Nelson 
in Popular Scionoe Monthly.

A Change That is Coming. 

One of the lending articles in The 
Churchman of Deo. lltli, is from the pen | 
of Dr. .Shinn. It is entitled Is "A More ! 
Moautiful Civic LITo.” It is a plea for tho 
non-partisan administration of municipal 
affairs After explaining the origin of tho 1 
title lie goes on to say: "Hut fow of our 
American people realizo that a more beauti- 
ful civic life is possible. They are yet to 
learn that they and their fellow men are 
capable of greater usefulness, and that the 
places in which they live may, through 
their help, rid themselves of many of their 
present blemishes and become altogether 
better and happier and more attractive 
places than they are now. 

The average citizen is hopeless in tills re- 
spect. Ho does not think it possible that 
things can be much better. All he looks 
forward to, perhaps, is to make money 
enough so that he may seek a choicer 
neighborhood and live in a better house. 
It does not occur to him tlmt tiie village or 
town or city in which he now lives can be 
made better or more beautiful through his 
efforts. If any considerable portion of our 
American people once get hold of the Idea 
tlmt a more beautiful civic life is possible, 
it would not be very long before many re- 
forms would be attempted, and not long be- 
fore some of them would bo achieved. We 
must wake people tip from their indiffer- 
ence und discouragement: from their hope- 
lessness and their despair, with reference 
to the bettering of tne conditions of life. 

WHAT TO I»0. 

First of all, let us get rid of the old 
notion, that, so a man saves his soul here- 
after, it matters but little in wlmt poverty 
and discomfort and wretchedness lie lives 
here. That was the idea once held; in 
fact, it was thought that the misery of 
eartli might make heaven more to be de- 
sired. We are learning tlmt rugs and dirt 
and confusion are not aids to piety. We 
ure learning not only, mens suim in cor- 
pore saiio, but a sound body is a better 
dwelling place for a holy soul than a di- 
seased body. 

Further, we are learning that heaven is 
not so much u place afar off, but a condi- 
tion to be begun and enjoyed tiere. Then, 
on the other hand, we are also feeling the 
pressure of a related question. How cun 
our brother rise up to his best manliness, 
if we let him grovel among the beasts ? 
One of the most kindly souls in all tiie 
world said to u State Legislature once, 
“Gentlemen, how can we remain inactive 
when wo know tlmt thousands of men and 
women in this city are not housed as well, 
nor are they fed as well, as the horses und 
dogs In our stables?” Perhaps it may 
startle some to suggest that one of the good 
results of the marvellous extension of elec- 
tric railways is to bo the relief of tiie con- 
gested sections of our large cities, and 
hence the improvement of tiie condition of 
the tenement population. 

In one way or another the time is com- 
ing when the squalid places in our great 
cities will disappear Do we all realize 
how awful are tne sights and sounds in 
these places? A gentleman says tlmt re- 
cently in broad daylight, in a large Eastern 
city, in turning a corner from a main 
thoroughfare, lie found himself at the en- 
trance of one of these sink spots. lie 
stopped, looked down the filthy street, was 
shocked at its wretchedness, and prayed, 
“Lord, keep me from sinking down to 
this!” 

Why should these ulcer spots always ex- 
ist? And why, even in the better parts of 
our towns und cities, should so many re- 
pulsive features continue? When the 
average citizen can be inspired with the 
hope of getting rid of these things; when lie 
believes that in some respects a more 
beautiful civic life is possible, he will labor 
for it. 

RELIGION AND POLITICS. 

Again, the average American citizen 
must be taught to carry his religion into 
politics, or rather, he must got some of 
that kind of religion that will make him go 
into politics. There is great horror felt by 
some good people about meddling with 
politics. They talk of a dirty pool into 
which they cannot wade without delile- 
ment. Some extremists go so far as to 
urge men to stay away from the polls; to 
take no interest in the questions of tiie day. 
and to let Ciesar take care of his own 
things. Happily, there is growing a wiser 
view, and good men everywhere are be- 
coming convinced that they must take a 
bund in politics, partly because it matters 
a great deal how men are governed, and 
partly because it does not seem to them to 
be right to hand over these things to tiie 
hungry politician und his friends, who 
would grow fat at the public expense. 

There have been some memorable in- 
stances of late which illustrate the power 
of the people, the better class of the people, 
to rise up and pull down the mighty from 
their seats. It can he done almost any- 
where now. Hy and hy it can he down 
everywhere. This is not suggesting that 
one set of people shall take the place of 
another set by using tiie same methods and 
seeking to gain tiie same spoils of office. 
Far from it, far from it! The new order 
of things will bring about a great change in 
tiie view' to be generally held of civic af- 
fairs. Tiie government of towns and 
cities will he regarded as a business to be 
conducted in a business-like wuy upon 
business principles, for tiie common ad- 
vantage of ull tiie people, and not for tiie 
uggrandizemeiit of a tew. People will 
look buck with great amazement us they 
read tliut the election of a dozen or twenty 
men to have charge of lighting the streets 
and cleaning them, turned upon some poli- 
tical question ; or tliut tiie education of the 
children and the cure of tiie poor were in 
any way complicated by questions of poli- 
tics. in short, the American citizen will 
see in tiie public affairs which huve usual- 
ly been managed by politicians a new field 
for his energies, and when he enters into it 
with the higher motives and better training 
which lie will bring with him, lie will do 
something toward securing “A more 
beautiful civic life.” 

Then will follow many changes which 
seem so hopeless now, and men will tiud 
incentives to right living, where to day the 
pressure is downward.

The Boston oity election resulted in a 
victory for Mayor Quincy, and as one of 
the leading Republicans of the Hub said, 
in commenting on the result, if his party 
expects to win in the future it must put up 
a stronger candidate than ex-Mayor Curtis. 
The state election seemed to indicate that 
almost any Republican candidate would be 
elected, but the Democrats had in Mayor 
Quincy one of the strongest candidates in 
their party, and ulso one who had the con- 
fidence and support of many Republicans. 
His business men’s advisory committee, 
made up largely of Republicans, tiad a 
greater iutluence in the campaign than all 
the vituperation of the Curtis orators aud 
organs. Mayor Quincy was the first mayor 
of Boston to introduce such au innovation, 
and to appoint a committee from among 
his political opponents to advise him, and 
the fact that this committee was actively 
working in his favor, had a great influence 
among thoughtful voters. The people like 
non-partisanship in municipal affairs, and 
this looked very much like it, whatever it 
was iu reality. In uddition, there has 
never been any question as to w ho was the 
real mayor of Boston. Mr. Quincy may 
not be so popular with “the boys” as his 
opponent, but he has his own policy to 
carry out, and he has done so in a master- 
ful way. Mr. Riley apparently cut no 
figure iu the minds of the voters, aud his 
candidacy was of no benefit to Mr. Curtis. 
It is rather significant of the influence of 
the Boston daily papers, that the majority 
of them were actively supporting Mr. 
Curtis, but their readers evidently formed 
their ow n opinions, uiul decided that the 
Interests of the city were safer in the 
hands of Mayor Quincy. 


One does not like to think of what the 
world would he without Christmas, to 
bring about a return of good feeling, and 
to make every one eager to make some 
sacrifice to give pleasure to their friends. 
Besides, it is not the value of the gift, hut 
the feeling that prompts It, that makes the 
happiness of the season. 

Mr. Andrew Carnegie 1ms an inter 
esting article iu the Contemporary Review, 
entitled “Does America Hate England.” 
He very sensibly argues that such is not 
the case. It is doubtful if even Senator 
Lodge has any real hate , for England, al- 
though he probably thinks that it adds to 
his popularity with the unthinking multi- 
tude to lose no oooasion for what has come 
to be styled “Twisting the British Lion’s 
tail." It does not hurt any one aud it 
amuses those who indulge in the harmless 
pastime. It is rather cheap politics, hut 
sensible men are not affect ed by it. and 
favor closer friendly relations between the 
two great English speaking powers. 


The wholesale cut downs in the cotton 
mills are a very unwelcome Christmas 
present to the workmen, who receive very 
low wages in the best of times, and the cut 
down also indicates that the much adver- 
tised arrival of general prosperity is still 
delayed somewhere. Whether a general 
cut down of wages is a remedy for over- 
production will probably depend on 
whether the workmen conclude to strike 
or not. A prolonged shut-down of all the 
New England mills might enable the de- 
mand to catch up with the supply, and it 
might result in the southern mills getting a 
firmer hold upon the market. 


One argument of the advocates of wom- 
an suffrage would seem to he somewhat 
damaged by the figures of our city elec- 
tion. It is claimed that if women had the 
suffrage all wrongs would he righted, be- 
cause the women would naturally be all 
on the right side. But the vote on the 
woman candidate for member of our 
school board, would seem to indicate that 
there is just us much difference in senti- 
ment among the women voters as umoug 
the men, and that they are quite as apt to 
take the wrong side, all of which must be 
very discouraging. 


AUBURNDALE. 


The city employes of all grades are tak- 
ing a good deal of interest over the changes 
that will be made when the new charter 
goes into effect. The new commissioners 
to be appointed by the Mayor, the re- 
organization of the different departments, 
the new rules ami regulations to be put in 
force, are the subject of a good deal of 
speculation. It is not believed that any 
radical changes will be made, as the heads 
of departments under the present system 
are most of them as good men as could be 
found, but there may be a number of minor 
changes, that will tend to greater efficiency. 
There are rumors that the hours of the 
officials at City Hall may be changed, for 
the greater accommodation of the public, 
and that the offices may he required to be 
opened for at least one eveniug a week, to 
accommodiate those who could not visit 
them during the day, to transact business. 
Mayor Cobb will certainly have no light 
task before him, to get thiugs into good 
running order under the new charter, but 
he is so familiar with city affairs that there 
is every prospect that lie will prove equal 
to the emergency, and put city utluirs on a 
better business basis than has been possi- 
ble under the old charter. As tiie inaugu- 
ration does not come until the loth of Janu- 
ary, there is plenty of time for the pre- 
liminary work. 

The Congressmen who are making such 
a great hue and cry against the spoils sys 
tern, are doing it simply because they 
want the government to pay their cam- 
paign bills, iusteud of paving them them- 
selves. They care nothiug whether their 
henchmen are competent or not, as long as 
they can force them into a good paying 
office, and so reward them for past services ( 
aud give them au inducement for future 
ones. Why the people should be taxed to 
pay * oiigressman (Jrosvernor’s campaign 
bills, for iu the end ull these salaries come 
out of the ueople, is u questiou that the 
spoilsmen do not stop to euuider. They 
think that the government exists simply 
for their benefit, aud anyotbei functions 
m..- merely Incidental. That Is the kiud '»i 
patriots these spoilsmen are, and provid- 
ing for their followers is as far as their 
ideas of statesmanship go. Commissioner 
Evans says lie ha* iu tiie pension depart- 
ment over luo more clerks than are needed, 
but the more incompetent a clerk is, the 
more powerful is the political “pull” 
that demands his retention in office. Evi- 
dently President McKinley will need ull 
the firmness of character which his ud 
mirers suy he possesses, to withstand the 
assult of this hungry rubble.

The condition of things is said to 
have become much worse tlmu when tiie 
petition was first presented to the board of 
aldermen. The building is so overcrowded 
that the work of teachers and pupils is 
serioulsy hampered, and it is also allege 1 
that tiie crowded condition of tiie school- 
rooms has resulted in the spread of con- 
tagious disease among the pupils to an 
alarming extent. The school authorities 
say that further delay in providing in- 
creased accommodations is liable to result 
in an epidemic in the district.

Just 
now tiie hall is Dill of platforms and 
workmen, but evidently in a very few 
days, these will be taken away and tiie 
furniture can be moved in. it is supposed 
that a heavy carpet will lie laid, which 
will be a good tiling to deaden noise, hut ; 
bad on tiie score of cleanliness and health, j 
The changes so fur seem to have been made , 
with a fair regard for economy.

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A RUNAWAY BALLOON 

GENERAL FITZ JOHN PORTER’S SUD- 
DEN FLIGHT INTO SPACE. 


An Incident nt Ihf Slrjp of Vorktown. 
TIip Balloon Cast l.o«*r by a Plot nnd 
Curried Over the Confederate Camp. 
Danger of Ballooning In War Tiinci. 

“ My experience with n runaway hnlloon 
at Yorktown has In It » leawnn to itoro- 
nnntn who ascend upon tho borders of dan- 
•eroufl territory." said General Fit* John 
Porter. “My hnlloon hml tantalized tho 
Confederates for many days. They saw 
that it was doing noma very valuable spy 
work and tried in every way to bring it 
down. 1 was wholly unprepared for a 
flight into space, and it was a wonder 
that under tho ol re uni stall cos 1 gained 
oontrol of myself nnd of the machine and 
made the ascent a valuable one from a 
military point of view. The accident to 
my safety ropes wns a most extraordinary 
one. In foot, that part of the affair was 
no accident at all. It was tho result of a 
plot. The accident lay in the fact that 1 
came near being the victim of the plot in- 
stead of a member of the IviKoon corps. 

“I made the ascent just at the time by 
special direction of General McClellan, 
who wished mo to take some observations 
of affairs insldo the Confederate linos, 
with a view to ordering an immediate at- 
tack. This wns wholly unexpected by the 
balloon corps. It seems that a certain 
memlier of tho corps was n new arrival in 
tho camp, nnd ns he ranked a llttlo above 
some of the old hands thoy were jealous 
of him njid mnde up their minds that the 
best way to get rid of him was to have an 
neoident happen to the balloon under his 
management. They doliberntoly removed 
all tho safety ropes but one, nnd to that 
they npplied ncld, which out tho strands 
almost in two. The moment the balloon 
ascended far enough to strain the remain- 
ing strands they pnrtod, and tho airship, 
with its occupant, who happened to bo 
myself, leaped into space. 

“With every confidence in the balloon 
cords, I entered the basket hastily, not 
noticing that there was only one snfety 
rope, nnd ordered tho men to oast off. I 
hnd my field glass out nnd wns sweeping 
the field with it, unconscious of what was 
taking plaoo with the balloon, until I felt 
myself flying upward far beyond the usual 
limit. A glnnoe downward told me that 
the balloon was running away. At first I 
was uncertain what to do, because it was 
a new situation for me. Asa rule Profes- 
sor Lowe, tho chief aeronaut, had accom- 
panied me, and I hnd left the manage- 
ment of tho hnlloon to others. 

“Supposing one of the sinnll ropes dan- 
gling in the basket to be a vnlve rope, I 
attempted to pull it and let myself down. 

It did *not work. Soelng another rope 
dangling in the rigging, I climbed out of 
tho basket nnd grubbed that, with better 
success. I noticed that I wns asoonding 
through a stratum of escaping gas. 

“1 knew that I had oontrol of the bal- 
loon and determined to carry out the ob- 
ject of the ascension. I had my gluss with 
mo and swept tho wholo field around 
Yorktown, up tho peninsuln to Richmond, 
down toward Fort Monroonnd Norfolk. I 
saw the fleets in the harbor, 1 saw the 
camps of the enemy along the James river 
and around Richmond, with their flags 
flying. Beneath mo was Yorktown, and 
the horses in tho streets appeared to he 
ants, while columns of soldiers were mov- 
ing massos of little specks. 

“My second startling sensation wns 
when I found that by letting out some 
more of the gas I dropped into a current of 
air which swept mo over the enemy’s 
camps. That meant capture, tho loss of 
tho balloon and the failure of the expedi 
tion. For the moment 1 was unconscious 
of everything except that I wished to get 
the balloon again under control and baek 
into the ourrent of uir which I passed 
through farther down, that was blowing 
in u contrary direction. One tiling I did 
notice, und that was that tho Confederate 
soldiers were running out of their camps 
und chocring in tlie expectation probably 
that I would descend umong them. 

“The current I was in wus rapidly bear- 
ing me west, far into the enemy’s terri- 
tory, and 1 pulled tho valve until tho bal- 
loon sank Wtto a stratum of air moving 
directly oast. I pulled with all my strength I 
and felt t ho balloon sinking rapidly. As I 
the gas left the silk bag tin* latter fell over ! 
and formed a sort of parachute with the j 
air beneath it. This caused the wholo 
machine to sway and made mo very dizzy 
und uncomfortable. As soon us I found 
my oourse ohnnged to the eust 1 took my 
glass and examined the camp where 1 
thought 1 would fall 1 saw the stars and 
stripes there, und thut reassured me. 1 
then gave all my uttcntlou to personal 
Safety . 

“At first I thought I was ubout to lie 
bauebt in a tall tree, but I escaped that 
und then floated over long lines of stacked 
bayonets. 1 did not relish being impaled 
upon them and gave the valve uuothur 
pull, bringing the Imlloon down upon a 
tent. 1 was in the camp of the Seventy- 
second Pennsylvania, Baxter's zouuves. 
The men had been excited spectators of 
the flight of the balloon, hut they all sup- 
posed that its oecupunt was Professor 
Lowe. I wore no insignia of rank. 1 did 
not undeceive them. They told mo that 
when the balloon was seen making in the 
direction of the Confederate camps a body 
of our cuvulry iiad taken the field and rid- 
den out with the intention of charging 
into tho enemy'll lines to recover the runa- 
way. 

“1 had lunded more than u mile from 
headquarters, und after giving directions 
for packing and shipping the bulloon 1 
borrowed a horse ami rode to General Mc- 
Clellan's headquarters. The general was 
astonished to see lue safe und sound. He 
fcuid thut when he suw the ImiIIooii speed- 
ing through the air toward Dixie he had 
begun to speculate upon whom he should 
uppoiut in my place us director of tho 
siege of Yorktown, for my troops were al- 
ready In close contact with the enemy und 
engaged in very difficult operations under 
my personal direction 

“The extent of my flight in that runa- 
way 1 have never been aide to determine. 

1 eireled around uhuve our own oumps, 
over Yorktown and the Confederate 
camps, moving buck and forth some dis- 
tance. At tiie lime 1 estimated 1 was 
l.bOO feet above tiie ground ul the highest 
point 1 may have been further lliun thut. 

1 know the entire peiiinsulu, from 7U to 
b'j miles in length und iiO to 4b in breadth, 
appeared to he no lurger than u man s 
hand. Our camp, some miles in extent 
and holding from 70,000 to Nil, 000 hoys in 
blue, seemed no larger thun u 10 cent 
plena ” — New York rSuu.

Of the ass when living I could not sny j 
much that Is wholly favorable, but when 
ho appears In the state of snuelsson he nitty 
bo praised without the alightest restrle- ; 
tion. 

In sections like dark rod marble dashed 
with whito it may bo cut to an infinitesi- 
mal thinness, leaving a surface smoother 
tlinn tho finest veneers. In the mass It is 
closely wrapped in silvery foil to guard J 
against the influences of the air. 

In the sweetest associations of tho mem- 
ory the snuelsson has its place. Weary aft- 
er tho morning’s march, the tourist takes 
it from his knapsack and lays upon his 
bread those dainty disks which are its 
sillies. Tho strength of his youth comes 
luck to him, and the Alpino snows no 
longer seem inaccessible. 

At the stateliest imperial banquet tiie 
snuelsson is not disdained. At the pleas- 
ant picnic by the shady river il ls found in 
tho welcome baskets. The angler has it in 
his bag. the shooter in his capacious pock- 
ot, the canoeist in his lilliputian cabin of 
stores. 

O snuelsson do Lyon, sad is tho mo- 
ment when we cast the skinny remnant of 
thee into the stream, hut the little fishes 
oongregnte eagerly to tho banquet nnd ask 
oncli other what nohlo animal lias yielded 
his flosh for their fcustlng.

The eastern papers picture him ns n 
mighty warrior, leading hosts to battle, 
performing prodigies of valor and inciting 
his followers to renowed deeds of daring 
heroism.

Ho was always to ho found in tiie 
lead, nnd his voice was always loudest in 
urging any measure until tho danger line 
was reached. Then ho prudently betook 
himself to n safe retreat. — Antiquarian.

BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 


The feature which will attract all lovers 
of modern romantic fiction to the January 
Atlantic is the first installment of Gilbert 
Parker’s new story, The Battle of the 
Strong, which promises to be one of his 
best and strongest works. A paper by 
Edward M. .Shepard upon the recent New 
York election, entitled, The Political In- 
auguration of the Greater New York, will 
furnish valuable matter for thought and 
discussion. Professor Eugene Watnbaugh’s 
essay on The Present Scope of Govern- 
ment very fitly supplements Mr. Godkin’s 
papers. The paper upon Public Opinion 
by PL L. Godkin, in continuation of his 
series of studies of American social and 
political problems, demonstrates how re- 
cent is the existence even of such a thing us 
a force in government, and shows clearly 
and interestingly how, having arisen in a 
desire for political freedom, it has gradual- 
ly changed its aims, and is now chiefly con- 
cerned with social and economic problems. 
John Muir's earnest and eloquent paper on 
The Wild Parks and Government Reserva- 
tions reveals many unsuspected wonders of 
these great domains. II. G. Chaumau con- 
tributes a second paper on Belated Feudal- 
ism in America, treating on the lack of art 
in America. J, Firman Cour, in an article 
on Three Contemporary Germun Drama- 
tists, discusses the present revival of liter- 
ary activity in Germany. Col. T. W. Ilig- 
ginson’s reminiscences tuke him to Puris in 
this number, where he meets and describes 
many notabilities,— Victor Hugo, Louis 
Blanc, Tourgueneff, and others. F. Hop- 
kinsott Smith’s brilliant serial, Caleb West, 
readies a dramatic climax in this issue; 
and Mrs. Kate Douglas Wiggln’s wise and 
witty Penelope’s Progress still continues. 

Scribner’s Magazine begins Its twelfth 
year with the January niimb;r and in the 
opening pages gives a foretaste of two of 
the leading features of the next twelve 
months. The frontispiece by Cllnedinst 
gives a characteristic scene in a Virginia 
mansion on the night of a party in the 
days before the war. This is from Thomas 
Nelson Page’s serial novel, "lied Rook.” 
The leading article is Senator Lodge’s his- 
torical narrative, “The Story of the Revo- 
lution.” This is the first history of the 
Revolution by a man who unites the liter- 
ury qualities of a skilled historian witli 
actual experience of governmental machin- 
ery. The illustration of this great series 
has been under way for many months. 
Bret Harte.in swinging verse.telfs a legend 
of Cirencester, which was burnt by the 
Saxons. Howard Pyle illustrates it. “A 
French Literary Circle,” by Aline Gorren, 
describes the friends of the brothers Gou- 
oourt. The late Mrs. Susan Nichols Car 
ter, so well known as the head of the 
Cooper Union Art School, wrote a short 
time before her deutli a description of 
travel among “The Chestnut Groves of 
Northern Italy.” To supplement the en- 
tertaining tect, the magazine sent Corwin 
Kuupn Linson to make a series of pictures 
from nature. In short fiction there is a 
South Sea tale, by Lloyd Osborne, entitled 
“The Queen versus Billy.” ‘ Ti/.zurd 
Castle” is a Wild West tale, by W. L 
Beard, illustrated by Cllnedinst. Reginald 
de Kuveti discusses some of the perils sur- 
rounding the development of “Modern 
Opera,” particularly the imitation of 
“Wagnerlsm.” Helen Wutterson Moody 
writes another of her satirical papers on 

"The Unquiet Sex. I’lie field of Art," 

which wifi hereafter be conducted by Mr. 
Russell Sturgis, the eminent critic. contains 
a discussion of “Two Recent Works of 
Rodin,” by John La Furge and W. C. 
Brownell. 

In a handsome coyer, designed by Mux- 
field Parrish, the Christmas number of 
Harper's Weekly, published on December 
15th, presents a very remarkable array ol 
literary and pictorial talent, filling 36 pages. 
The populur artist, F. S. Church, supplies 
a double-page picture, entitled “A Christ 
mus Welch Rabbit.”

Christmas Business. 

The Post office and Adams Express office 
have been the centers of business iu New- 
ton, this week. At tlie post office an extra 
clerk has been engaged to attend to the 
weighing of Christmas parcels, aud 120 
large sacks wore sent out this week. 

There has also been a great business in 
registered letters, 250 having been sent out 
this w r eek. 

Of foreign money orders tlie Newton 
office sent out 05 last week and 09 tile 
week before. The Christmas packages 
have been coming for Newton people all 
tlie week, but tlie greatest amount came 
yesterday and today, and the carriers have 
been loaded down on every trip, while 
teams will have to be used this afternoon 
and tomorrow morning, to get all the stuff 
delivered. 

At the Adams express office, the rush 
has been something tremendous. Every 
day the office has been piled to tlie ceiling, 
with boxes uiul bundles to be sent abroad, 
and three extra teams have been out col- 
lecting tlie bundles. As u bill has to be 
made out for every package, and a receipt 
given, tlie amount of work involved has 
kept the clerks busy until after midnight. 
Yesterday the number of packages for 
Newton people about equalled those to be 
sent away, but today the former have be- 
gun to arrive by tlie carload, aud tlie work 
of distribution will continue until late to- 
night and probably all through tomorrow. 

Inquiry was made at the Central oflice 
at Newton Centre, as to the amount of 
business done. The exact figures were 
not given, but it was stated that about 
125 registered letters had been sent out 
this week, and for the two weeks preced- 
ing this, about 100 foreign money orders 
were purchased. No record hud been kept 
of tlie number of sucks of Christmas pack 
ages sent away this week, but tlie tota 
must have been at least twenty. 

At tlie Xewtonville post office, this has 
been a very busy week. Tlie people of 
that lively ward believe in remembering 
their friends, utnl up to Thursday night 
05 sacks of Christmas parcels hud been 
sent away. The registered letters num- 
bered (X), and 50 foreign money orders wore 
purchased in the two weeks preceding 
this. • 

Tlie West Newton people hud sent out 
for this week 75 sacks of Christmas mail 
matter, up to noon today. Registered let- 
ters at the post office for this week .num- 
bered 70, and 174 foreig i money orders 
were sent out from Dec. <>th to 18th.

The highway committee recommended 
that the petitioners for a concrete sidewalk 
on Washington street between Walnut 
street and Bailey place be granted leave to 
withdraw. 

The same committee recommended the 
levying of assesments for constructing 
edgestones. 

ORDERS AND OTHER BUSINESS. 

The appointment of diaries Osborne 
and Wm. U. Fogwell as permanent mem- 
bers of the tire department was continued. 

The number of regular police putrolmen 
was increased to forty. 

The gas company was granted leave to 
use the telephone company’s poles on 
Chestnut street. 

The mayor was authorized to release to 
E. B. Towne a tract of land taken for the 
w idening of Commonw ealth avenue. 

The telephone company was granted lo- 
cations on Beacon, Washington, Centre 
and Webster streets. 

Orders were adopted for the laying out 
of Lincoln street, and for the roundiug of 
Row e and Webster streets. 

The transfer of all unexpended balances 
of different appropriations was ordered. 

An order was adopted appropriating vari- 
ous unexpended balances of appropriations 
for the furnishing of the Peirce, Adams, 
and high schools. An order was adopted 
establishing an excess and detieiency ac- 
count from various unexpended balances 
of appropriations. 

The city treasurer was authorized to pay 
©36,017 in interest due on various notes uud 
bonds due Jan. 1, 189.S. The sum of S-'Tiki, ! 
the unexpended portion of the appropria- 
tion fortlie widening of Watertown street, 
was transferred to various street appropri- 
ations. 

The mayor was recpiested to petition the 
next general court for authority to widen, 
deepen ami straighten all brooks, drains, 
and watercourses within the city limits, 
and to seize land and assess betterments 
therefor. 

Alderman Baily introduced an order for 
the transfer of all unfinished business to 
the next board. 

Alderman Downs was opposed saying he 
thought there was some business which 
should be linished. 

Alderman Baily said he had presented 
tne order with the idea that it was a neces- 
sary portion of tlie routine business of the 
last meeting. lie was willing to withdraw 
if there were good grounds for objections. 

Alderman Downs explained that it was 
urgent that the matter of granting the 
Newton .Street Railway Co. a location on 
Lexington from River to Auburn streets, 
should be settled this year. The commit- 
tee had not luily agreed on one point, but 
he thought if they could meet for u short 
time that evening it could be settled, and 
presented for the board’s liual considera- 
tion. 

It was deemed inexpedient to allow the 
committee time for a meeting, so the fran- 
chise will come up for consideration at the 
uext session. 

Adjourned to Jan. loth, at 2 o'clock p. in. 

COMMON COUNCIL. 

This body considered concurrent business 
and together with the aldermen acted upon 
the report of the committee on ordinances 
in regard to proposed changes ami amend- 
ments. 'Hus committee had thoroughly 
revised tlie ordinances to conform to the 
provisions of tlie m-w city charter, and lias 
taken advantage of tlie opportunity to in- 
•orporate a number of oilier changes.

How Much We Are Governed. 

Tlie United States is called the “least 
governed” country in the world, and most 
Americans feel tlie pressure of government 
so lightly that they would be surprised to 
learn how closely and thoroughly their 
whole daily life is supervised and directed 
by government. As Professor Eugene 
Wainbaugh points out in the January At- 
lantic, there is no time, night or day, 
when this supervision is relaxed. 

When the average citizen arises in the 
morning, the water for li is toilet is brought 
to him and tlie waste taken away by tlie 
government. His clothing and table ser- 
vice have been taxed by tlie govern incut, 
and his food inspected. Tlie banks and 
corporations that lie deals with are regu- 
lated, tlie streets he passes through cared 
for and lighted, by the same power; which 
also furnishes schools for his children, 
hospituls for his sick, judicial, police, and 
lire departments to protect, his person and 
property, waking and sleeping. And these 
are but instances of the innumerable ways 
in which the control of government, 
which is continually enlarging its scope 
and functions, is exercised. 

Professor Wainbaugh shows that tlie 
two great objects of law are to guard in- 
dividual liberty, and to secure tlie public 
welfare; and illustrates with a wealth of 
interesting detail the various ways in 
which these objects are attained, and how 
they are distributed between the national, 
state, and municipal {lowers; and lie con- 
cludes that there is no reason to believe 
thut titlier of these deep-seated intents 
will be uprooted. The actual scope of 
government must continue to be tiie result- 
ant of the interpluy of u natural desire 
for enlargement of governmental func- 
tions and an equally natural repugnance to 
unnecessary enlargement. These intents 
lie expects will be finally und satisfactorily 
adjusted.

Physics For liad Temper. 

Dr. laiudcr Brunton is applying a now 
principle In medicine — administering 
drugs to euro the irritability of temper 
commonly associated with such diseases 
ii h gout and heart disease. Writing In The 
Practitioner, ho points out thut “explo- 
sions of temper which occur on very slight 
provocation arc really due to a condition 
producod by un accumulation of smull ir- 
ritations which have gradually worked up 
the patient Into a state of excitement 
which vents itself in un explosion quite 
out of proportion to its apparent cause. 
Continuous physical discomfort also lias 
tiie same effect, hut even without obvious 
discomfort the accumulation of abnormal 
substances, such as uric acid, may ulso 
produce irritability of temper At any 
fate, in cases of gout 20 grains of blear 
buiiatu of potash with 10 or 20 of bronildt* 
of potassium, taken when the reeling of 
irritability oomes on. frequently soothes it, 
and if taken when some Irritating occur 
runoo has taken place or some depressing 
news is heard It appears to take away tin 
sting of either. In some cases of oardhu 
disease also the bromide may lie given with 
aalioylule of soda with good success."

Tints is the public accommodated 
with free transfers.

TENSIONS AND THE O. A. R. 

The enormous expenditure for pensions 
in the topic of the hour, now that the 
revenues of the government are not equal 
to Its expenditures, and possibly some re- 
form may be brought about. The expendi- 
ture is partly due to the pension agents, 
“sharks” as they are called, who reoeive 
$25 for every ca.se they get upon the rolls, 
and as there are thousands of these gentry, 
it is for their interest to have the doors 
thrown as wide open as possible, and much 
of the pension legislation has been lobbied 
through by’ them. One reform would be to 
cut off this fee of twenty-five dollars. 

Commissioner Evans believes that an- 
other way to bring about reform would be 
to publish the whole pension list, so that 
the people could see who are getting 
pensions to which they are not entitled, 
and also how many millionaires like 
General Draper are on the list, and men 
who are able to earn several thousand 
dollars annually, and have been doing so 
ever since the war. 

Every one believes that every veteran 
who received injuries in the war, w hich in- 
capacitated him from gaining a good living, 
should receive a pension, and they would 
even go further and give a pension to every 
veteran who needs it. Bat with more titan 
half the men who fought in the war on the 
pension list, every one can see that a great 
wrong has been done. 

The matter is being taken up by the 
Grand Army officials and Commander in 
Chief Gobin lias published an interview' in 
which he takes a decided stand upon the 
matter, lie says: 

“The Grand Army believes that no one 
should receive a pension who is not suffer- 
ing from aotus.1 disability. Some of the 
ablest men in the organization are opposed 
to pensions altogether, except in cases of 
total disability, and they have never hesi- 
tste to speak their minds openly.” 

“Statements and figures to which my at- 
tention has been drawn seems to be 
stumped with truth, yet they are so start- 
ling as to be almost incredible. I cannot 
accept the statement tliut there are 40,745 
more ‘survivors’ and ‘widows’ drawing 
pensions than there are actual survivors 
and widows of the war. This indicates a 
state of affairs beyond belief. Still. I can- 
not combat the assertion. I have been so 
impressed with what appears to be an 
array of proof that I have begun a thorough 
ami searching investigation on my own ac- 
count." 

“If there is a single person on the pen- 
sion roil whose name does not belong 
there, the G. A. K. wants it stricken off. 
As an organization it cun stand up and say: 
‘Cut off every person who is drawing a 
pension without deserving it.’ I am sure 
that if the rolls are purged of the frauds 
said to be on them, the G. A. U. will not 
suffer in the least.” 

The Grand Army is a great power, and if 
it takes hold of this question of pension 
scandals, it is likely to be sifted to the 
bottom and the truth ascertained. 

«.»\H V E A 1 1 ’ S WORK. 

Newton people can contrast the condition 
of tilings at the end of the year, witli that 
at the beginning, with some complacency. 
A year ago they had to climb the overhead 
bridges to take the cars, the depression of 
the tracks was about half completed aud 
everything was in confusion. Now the 
work is finished, the station waiting rooms 
are comfortable, and all the new bridges 
but one are partially in use. 

Washington street, also, has been wid- 
ened and the road bed put in line condition, 
from Newton to West Newton; double 
street railway trucks have been laid, and it 
is now possible to go to nearly any part of 
the city from Newton without change of 
cars. 

The new city charter, which was agitat- 
ed for so many years, lias been put into 
shape and accepted bv tiie people, so tliut 
it will now be possible to have a business- 
like city government, ami the people will 
probably see a great chunge lor the better 
hi city expenditures. We may expend 
just as much, judging from the appropria- 
tion bill, but we ought to gel a good deal 
more for our money. 

The long needed change in providing 
better quarters for the police court aud 
other police business has dually been 
brought to a focus, uud us soon as the old 
Tierce school building can be repaired, the 


and other funds are so frequent as to cause j 
some amazement among those who think | 
that honesty Is at the foundation of our ; 
commercial and social structure. The em- | 
bezzler Is about flic last person to receive 
executive clemency, as he threatens the 
very existence of soeloty, and to Intimate 
that a man who takes advantage of the , 
confidence reposed in him, to steal the 
funds committed to his care, is guilty of 
only n trivial offence, strikes ordinary j 
people as an amazing tiling In the Tresl- ! 
dent of the United States. The law is \ 
none too severe for the protection of the j 
public, and one wonders what influences 
cause the President to look so lightly upon | 
such crimes. The effect upon those tempt- 
ed to imitate these defaulters and thieves 
can hardly be a very salutary one. Possi- 
bly this clemency to defaulters is only the j 
result of long familiarity with Ohio poll ; 
tics, which are not calculated to inspire I 
any great respect for honesty, or it may I 
be a weak yielding to theurgiugs of the j 
friends of the guilty parties, but the pro 1 
tests from all over the co ntry ought to i 
make the President see thnt this clemency j 
to defaulters will not tend to make his ad- 
ministration popular with honest people. 1 
In fact, the pardons are appiouching a 
national scandal. 


The assignment of the Overman Wheel 
Company lias caused much interest among 
wheelmen, as the Victor was about the 
only wheel that was held up all last sea- ; 
son, to the $100 price. Possibly this may ' 
lead to a reduction all round in the price of 
first-class wheels, as there are now so 
many good wheels on the market that com- , 
petition is very olose, and some of the 
shrewdest manufacturers decided before 
last season was over that it was more i 
profitable to sell many wheels at a low 
price than a few at a high rate. At the 
prices that have ruled the profits were so 
large that every machinist ivho could com- 
mand enough capital went into the busi- 
ness, aud the result was that the market 
was overstocked, and failures were fre- 
quent all through the season. Probably 
this year, prices will be cut all round and 
the bicycle business will lose its attractions 
for all but the larger and more economical- 
ly conducted concerns. The later reports 
are hopeful for the near resumption of 
business by the Overman Wheel Company, 
and the many friends of the Overmans in 
Newton hope that they will be able to 1 
make a satisfactory settlement, which 
ought to be possible in view of the honor- 
able record of the company. 


The depression in the New England 
cotton mills is a rather disoour aging feat- 
ure for the end of the year’s business, but 
after all the plausible theories advanced to 1 
account for it, the truth seems to be that | 
the mill s make more goods than they can 
sell. They have so long been dependent 
on a protective tariff, that the managers 
seem uuuble to cope with this trouble, by 
finding new markets for their goods, and 
the only remedy they cun think of is to cut 
down the wages of their workmen. How 
that will enlarge the market for cotton 
goods is something which only these mill 
men can explain. 


The proposed reduction by the New 
York Savings banks of their rate of inter- 
est to 3 1-2 per cent, is of moment to de- 
positors in tiie banks of other states. The 
rate of interest is tending downward, and 
with the restricted list of securities in 
which savings bauks are allowed to invest, 
it is evident tliut the present rate of 4 per 
cent, in Massachusetts cannot be main- 
tained for many years. 

Inquiry has been made whether the ar- 
ticle upon overworked motormen, in lust 
week’s Graphic, refered to any of the ; 
Newton companies. It is hardly necessary 1 
to say that it did not, as our correspon- j 
dent had the West End employes in mind, 
who have to work seven days a week, and 
long hours at that, according to testimony 
of West End officials. 


Tub committee engaged in tiie work of 
revising the city ordinances, to make them 
conform to the new charter, will not be 
able to report until some time in Jauuary. 
They have no holiday task on hand. 

The new city government will be inau- 
gurated on the 10th of January, next year, 
at which time the new uldermanio cham- 
ber will be completed, aud tiie new city 
charter will go into effect.

A Lead vll le .lodge, Candidate For He-elec* 
(Ion, Dodged to .Wake Votes. 

Twenty years ago Powers was an en- 
gine wiper in the shops at Burnham; but, 
losing an arm in a railroad wreck, he w.is 
obliged to use his head more and his limbs 
loss in tho business of making it living for 
himself and little family. Drifting into 
Luadvlllc with the lirst tide of fortune 
hunters Powers remained there as long as 
he could consistently and until the sheriff 
took him down to Canyon City to live 
permanently, that being considered a 
healthier climate lor a man of his tompor- 
ument (lie liad shot and killed his son-in- 
law, Pat Kennedy, in a friendly go as you 
pleaso with Colt s revolvers). But Powers 
was not nearly so vicious as he looked, and 
(luring all of the years that I know him 
he had novur once killed a mun — a pretty 
good record for that vicinity. Hu was al- 
ways a potent political factor, und lillud 
various positions of honor and responsi- 
bility, from justice of the peace up to po- 
liceman and janitor of the courthouse and 
superintendent of the chain gang. While 
dealing out justice in the old city jail a 
Missourian was brought before him for a 
preliminary heariug upon the charge of 
horse stealing. That was ranked as 
an offense In Leadvillc in thusc days 
punishable with death, but the culprit 
was from Joplin und bad many triends in 
the camp, albeit tho courtroom was crowd- 
ed with them, all determined, as every true 
Missourian is, to see justice done. In tho 
midst of the proceedings a stentorian 
voice was heard In the rear of tho room 
shouting: 

"I move, your honor, that tho prisoner 
bo discharged. ” 

Thut was <ill Powors wanted. To con- 
vict the Missourian \^ould have been fatal 
to liis hopes of a re-election, and without 
waiting fora seconder to the proposition ho 
put the motion to the house and declared 
it carried unanimously, which it was. 
The court thou adjourned to Johnny 
cihen’s, whore tho friends of the vindicated 
man did tlie handsome thing by the judge, 
tho clerk uud all of the bystanders. — Den- 
ver Times. 

A Plea For the Army. 

There uro some potont evils to bo cor- 
rected. During our great struggle iu tho 
civil war tho soldier’s uniform was an 
honor, and reward was given for gallant 
conduct, but, tho danger being passed, our 
people little by little have fallen back into 
the old ways of doing und thinking. Citi- 
zens in common life encourage desertions 
from the army. They decry tho regular 
service itself as if it were an enslavement, 
forgetting that with us all enlisted met) 
are bona lido volunteers. In peace it is not 
always the must patriutio anil faithful offi- 
cer — one who clings to his regiment or 
corps — that obtains must recognition und 
honor. Thu habit of seeking preferment 
through outside inllucnces is indeed quite 
general and is too often successful. 11 
those who most frequently shirk duty ob- 
tain tho rewards, tho effect is doubly In- 
jurious to tho military arm. It demoral- 
izes and weakens the force and adds to Its 
unpopularity among tho people. It is this 
evil und the false notion that the army on 
a pence footing is idle which give rise to 
tlie constant opposition to its increase and 
iu some quarters to its existence. * * * 

Without the slightest disposition to raise 
the military above the civil functionary, 
it does appear to mu that an average ol 
about 1,000 trained men for each state and 
territory would not bo too rnuny for tho 
purposes I have indicated, ami this num- 
ber wuuld scarcely suffice unless wo should 
continue to develop und cherish more and 
more tlie statu national guard, as well at 
to encourage military education iu our 
larger institutions of learning. * * * 

In my humble judgment we cannot do 
better for the country than to honor and 
Improve our regular army and to make it 
what it uught to be — iu form a model 
and in size not too largo, but large enough 
to meet tho requirements. — Major Gcucrul 
O. O. Howard iu Forum. 


Wire Wound C'auuou. 

The wire wound cannon endures a great- 
er explosive pressure to tlie square inch of 
powder chamber than any other form ol 
gun and consequently assures greater ve- 
locity of projectile and greater power of 
penetration. An experimental shot irum 
such a gun recently tried in England 
went through 18 inches uf steel faced com- 
pound armor Lacked by a wrought iron 
plate half a foot thick, eight feet of oak 
timber and three inches uf ordinary iron 
and still hud energy enough m bury itself 
iu a bank uf clay beyond. General Graut, 
in Ills autobiography, describes some 
wooden mortars, hooped with iron, which 
were used under his supervision in the 
west, but hundreds of years uurlier tlie 
caution uf European armies were made 
from logs, a knotty portion form i ug the 
breech, while urounil the barrel were 
wound strips of fresh rawhide which con- 
tracted us it dried. — Sun Francisco Argo- 
naut.

The trnln wns crossing n x«st prnirlo 
The (tingle line of rails ran ns straight n* i 
If It hncl been drawn with n ruler from i 
one horizon to the other. On ench side the | 
conrse grass, green with the tlntof spring, j 
wnved hrenst, high. There wns no sound i 
except the monotonous bent of the wheels | 
ns they pnssed from one rail to the next 
nnd the steady swish of the grass ns It bent 
before the rushing wind of the train. 

1 wns sitting on the platform of the ob- 
servation ear with half n dozen other pas- 
sengers The conversation fell upon prairie 
fires, nnd ench man had his say 

“It wns along In 187-1 when this road 
was building and I wns one of the engi- 
neer's assistants," spoke up u grizzled, 
hnrd featured man who had taken but lit- 
tle pnrt in the conversation “We began 
nt the western end. down by Bucephalus, 
nnd we had Inld out about 40 miles of 
trnek in n straight line right across the 
prairie, and had got. to within, say, ten j 
miles from where wo are at this identical 
minute. It wns nn easy Job, for we just, 
laid the sleepers down on the ground and 
spiked the rails to them, calculating to 
ballast the track when we got good and 
ready. I had a big gang of Irishmen un- 
der me. nnd we used to average n milo n 
day of track laying One duly we had a 
strike among the laborers, and all hnnds 
quit work I wns down nt Bucephalus at 
the time, nnd the chief engineer asked mo 
to take n locomotive over the lino nnd see 
if the strikers hnd done any dnmngo before 
they left us. 

“1 started out In the morning with no- 
body except the engineer in chnrgo of the 
locomotive, I agreeing to take turns with 
him in shoveling coal and watching the 
engine. We came along slow and easy, for 
the track was too rough for any fast run- 
ning, nnd about noon we got to where it 
ended. There were no signs that the strik- 
ers hnd meddled with the track, and as 
It wns a pretty hot day Sam nnd I, after 
we had had our lunch, lay down nlongsido 
of the engine in the shade of the cub and 
took a nnp. 

“I woke up a little before 2 o’clock, nnd 
as I wns filling n pipe nnd making up my 
mind to wake Sam and to start for home 
a big wolf bolted out from the high grass 
nnd ran nctoss the truck not two yards 
from us. His tall was between his legs 
and the foam was dripping from his 
mouth, and he wns making about ns good 
time ns nny wolf ever made before or since 
He never so much ns looked ut me, and 
when he hnd vnnished I called Sam and 
told him I had seen a mud wolf.

“ ‘Wbnt on earth is the meaning of this 
olrcus?’ says I. ‘Are those animals just 
racing for the championship, or is thore 
somebody nftor them?’ 

"Sam didn’t answer, but I snw that ho 
looked scared. He sprang up. nnd climb- 
ing on his engine looked over the prairie 
to the eastward. Then he sang out to me 
to get into the cab quicker than lightning 
and started to open the draft uud set the 
fires blazing. 

“ ‘What is it?’ 1 began to usk ns I 
climbed into the cnb. But 1 didn't need 
to finish my question. I could see for my- 
self what was the mntter. The wholo 
prairie east of us, as fur us 1 could see, wns 
In a bluze, and as thore had be n n strong 
east wind all day. and the fire wasn’t moro 
than threo or four miles away, 1 calculat- 
ed it would be down on us in a very few 
minutes. 

“ ’Hudn’two better start u fire nnd burn 
some of this grass off before the fire gi ts 
hero?’ I asked fe’nm. You see, I had ru.d 
about, that wuy of stopping a prairie fire, 
and knowing that Sam had been born and 
bred on the prairie 1 calculated he would 
know all about it. 

“ ‘Better start hell!’ says Snm. 'Can’t 
you seo that the wind lias all gone down 
here, though it’s blowing a gale where the | 
fire is? Hold on now, for I’m going to 
open her out, and we’re going to do some , 
tull running. ' 

“ With that he pulled open the throttle, 
and the engine started with a big jump, 
n*? if she had just seen the fire and was 
badly scared. We went down the track 
for about a mile at a pretty good gait, and 
then we had to stop while Sum tightened 
a nut in the connecting rod. 

" 'Do you mean to run away from the 
fire?’ I asked 

“ ‘I calculate to try it. said Sum, 'since 
It’s our only chanci , but 1 don’t much be- 
lieve that we can run us fast on this track 
as the fire cun That fire is coming on at 
the rate of 20 milts an hour, and whether 
this engine will keep on the rail at any 
such rate asiliat 1 have my doubts Hello! 

H ere come the snakes.' 

"Well, we started on again, running 
over snakes by the dozen Wo had lost 
only about two or three minutes by stop 
ping, but the fire seemed to have gained 
on us about half the distance tout it had 
been when we first saw it, und we were 
near enough now to hear the crackling 
und the roaring of the llames. I saw the 
fire strike a big trot*, and if you’ll believe 
it thul tree burst as if it hud been filled 
with gunpowder andvauishtd cleanout 
of sight in less than a minute after the 
leaves begun to frizzle The wind was 
drawing toward the lire, but wo could see 
by the way the flames acted thut a high 
east wind was bringing the fire down on 
us at un awful rate The flames would 
shoot up 80 or 40 feet into the air ami 
wave just as if they were hurrahing at the 
prospect of cutching us. 

"Our engine was doing at least 26 miles 
an hour, and was swinging from side to 
side and humping over the joints — lor we 
didn't have any fishplates in these days— 
as if siie was bound to jump the track Wo 
had outrun the snake procession, und the 
only live thing wo could see was a coyote 
who was loping down the track bo yards 
kheud of us without so much as turning 
his head to tut* what was alter him 

" How long will the track stand this 
sort <ii thing?' says 1 to Ham as he finished 
•hoveling fresh coal into the fire 

“‘Don't know, says lie it's 18 
miles from hero to the Wuchu setts river, 
ami if wo can get across the bridge ahead 
of the fire there is a fair chance that it 
won’t cross 1 don’t much believe thut we 
will fetch the bridge, but if we don’t it 
won't be because J don’t drive this ycr en 
gi ne for all she’s worth. We re dead men 
if site jumps the track, und we re dead 
men if we stop short of the river, so we 
might us well let her go and tuke our 
chunces. ' 

“.Sum hung on to the lever and I hung 
on to the edge of tin- cub window Neither 
of us could have kept our feet without 
bunging on to something 1 am free to 
say that first along 1 was pretty badly 
scared, but win n the engine didn't leave 
tho track for ull tier blowings and jump 
ings I began to think she would carry us 
through So fur us 1 could see, the lire 
didn't gain any on us, but then we didn't 
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•com to bo gaining anything to speak of 
on the fire. 

“Presently Sam swore in a general snrl 
of way and sung out to me to rake up flu 
fire I did so, and then, supposing that 
something must have dissatisfied him, 1 
asked him wlmt was the matter 

" ‘Tlmt denied coyote's the matter, ' said 
he. ‘We don’t gntn an inch on him, and 
1 do most everlastingly hate to lie Innt by 
a coyote Here, you take the levet while ; 
I He her Jlnts a little I'm bound to lient 
Hint coyote between here nnd the river ;it* 
to pile tip this engine I never see such I 
an impudent, domed brute since I took to 
railroading. ’ 

“Well. Sam went out on the engine with 
his oil can, and when ho had oiled her te 
his satisfaction he came hack and raked 
up the firo again and fussed around with 
his gauges, lie seemed to have forgotten all 
about the danger we were In and to think 
of nothing but racing with that owyoto. 
Pretty soon wo could see that we had 
gained a little on the henst, and Sam was 
as cheerful as ho would have boon if lie 
had been sitting comfortably in n Bu- 
cephalus saloon. Ho never so much as 
looked back at iho prairie fire, that was a9 
near as ever and as limit on gat hering us in. 

“ ‘The ground is sort of looso nnd 
swampy just below hero, If I remember 
right,' said I. 'Will she keep the track, 
do you think? 

“Sam didn’t answer mo, for he was 
leaning out of tho cab nnd watching the 
coyote Suddenly he sings out: ‘Hurrah, 
boysl Tho coyote's losing his wind.

I 
was thinking that if the firo would wait 
half an hour till my boiler tubes cooled 
down. I could pull them out and wo could 
get into the boiler, the sumo as the man 
got into his horse’s bide. But there’s nc 
uso in signaling thut firo to stop and luj 
% up on a siding for half un hour just U 
suit us.' 

" ‘There’s water in tho tender,’ said I. 
’Couldn’t we do anything with that?’ 

“ ‘Your head, pardnor,’ says Sam, get- 
ting up and going toward tho tender, 
‘ain’t so fur from being level. Let’s set 
how much water we’vo got.’

> la.- climbed out of tlie tank, calling to me 
to follow him, which nuturuily 1 did with 
out wasting time. 

“The prulriu lire was miles awuy, und 
the crackling which we heard was made 
by the woodwork of the tender and the 
writ k ot the engine cab, which was ull in 
a blaze There wasn’t anything lo hurt 
us when we were once outside of the tank, 
but it we had Muiti in it long enough we 
should have been boiled without the least 
doubt We jumped down on the ground 
and stood there to see the wreck burn, and 
w ttli the exception of my burned fingers 
and a little batr tliul was singed off tie 
top of Sam's head we were us cool and 
comfortable us u man could want to be. 

W e walked buck to Bucephalus, and 1 
had considerable difficulty in getting tuy 
chid to believe tiiut Sam and 1 bud saved 
ourselves by hiding in u tunk 1 was so 
well pleased at my escape thut it medi

Illus- 
trative of Ids foully of finding delight In 
ovorvt fling Is t ho following: 

When we came to Magdalen college, 
writes Professor Muller, Dr. Holmes want- 
ed to sec and measure tho elms He was 
very proud of somo olms in America, and 
ho had actually brought some string with 
which he Imd measured tho largest there he 
knew in his own country. 

He proceeded to measure ono of our 
finest elms in Magdalen college, and when 
he found that It was larger than Ids Amor- 
loan giant he stood before It admiring it 
without a single word of envy or disap- 
pointment.
